OTTAWA.  .Oct.  »».— The  Canadian 
War  Records  Office  has  forwarded  to 
tba  Minister  of  Mint  la  the  following 
report  of  operations  In  France. 

"The  mystery  of  tba  Regina  trench  la 
aolved.  The  resistance  of  the  Germans 
at  this  point  ha*  bean  Anally  broken. 
and  the  British  are  now  in  possession 
of  a  Una  to  which  the  enemy  attached 
considerable  tactical  importance.  Three 
times  tha  Canadians  had  attacked  this 
Ttngltltrn  amth  »Uns  *****  hmA  sooassav 
fully  broken  Into  the  trenches,  and  had 
inflicted  heavy  losses  upon  the  enemy, 
bat  each  time  strong  hosUle  counter-at- 
tack* had  driven  them  out  again. 

-The  German  defences  had  Indeed 
been  ao  organised  that  almost  an  air  of 
mystery  and  of  hidden  danger  had 
come  to  be  attached  to  the  Regina 
trench.  It  was  known  to  be  strongly 
built,  with  many  deep  dugouts,  and  to 
be  protected  by  heavy  wire  entangle- 
ment, but  tha  Una  ran  for  the  greater 
part  below  tha  crest  of  the  Intervem  g 
ground,  and  could  be  reconnoitersd  only 
by  night. 


"Wounded  man  who  returned  claimed 
that  the  anamy  rifle  and  machine  gun 
Are  came  from  behind  the  trench,  and 
that  In  oounter-attaoklng  the  Germans 
appeared  to  spring  from  a  concealed  po- 
sition Immediately  In  tha  rear. 

"In  tbe  big  advance  of  October  SI. 
which  carried  the  British  line  forward 
on  a  front  of  S.OOS-ysrdS  and  to  an  av- 
erage depth  of  600  yards,  tbe  Canadians, 
with  other  troops,  advanced  to  the  at- 
tack of  tha  Regina  trench.  They  wera 
successful.  Profiting  by  former  ex- 
periences, the  artlUery  made,  a  bom- 
bardment «w  all   objects*  and   tha  an- 

"In  the  general  assault  tha  tank  of 
tha  Canadian*  was  a  minor,  but  a  very 
Important  one.  The  actual  objective 
wa*  only  a  length  of  six  hundred  yards 
Of  the  Regina  trench*  Immediately  to  tha 
right  of  tha  village  of  Courcelstte.  But 
this  formed  the  right  flank  of  the  attack 
and  the  Canadians  were  obliged  not 
only  to  secure  their  proper  objective, 
but  also  to  connect  the  right  of  tha 
captured  position  with  their  original 
Una  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  a  de- 
fensive flank  to  tin  east. 

!  "For  thla  purpose  troopa  from  Wes- 
tern Cansfln  and  Montreal  were  em- 
ployed. An  Ontario  hatulion^waa  also 
to  advance  In  close  support. 


"Attempts  by  tba  enemy  to  counter- 
attack were  promptly  dispersed  by  our 
artlUery.  At  l.Ss  p.m.  several  hundred 
Germans  came  out  from  tbe  village  of 
I'ys  and  deployed  In  the  open,  advancing 
with  the  evident  Intention  of  attacking. 
Thla  wave  waa  blotted  out  by  a  heavy 
burst  of  shrapnel  Are.  Only  about  six- 
ty were  aeen  to  reach  a  forward  trench, 
which  was  under  our  direct  observation. 
Here  high  explosive  shells  ware  flred 
and  the  trench  severely  damaged.  Sev- 
eral Germans  were  seen  to  be  hurled  in 
the  air. 

"Again  at  2:12  p.m.,  the  enemy  came 
out  of  a  trench  in  considerable  numbers 
and  attempted  to  make  their  way  down 
the  communication  trenches.  Our  guna 
wera  brought  to  bear  with  great  effect, 
and  the  Germans  were  seen  to  fall  lit- 
erally In  groups. 

"During  the  afternoon  reinforcements 
In  small  parties  continued  to  press  for- 
ward to  man  certain  support  trenches. 
As  these  were  all  now  visible  targets, 
our  bursts  of  Are  caused  them  heavy 
casualties.  Every  effort  of  the  enemy 
to  organise  a  counter-attack  was  thus 
frustrated,  and  our  men  remained  In  un- 
disputed possession. 

"HosUle  aeroplanes  attempted  to 
come  over  tbe  lines  after  trie  assault, 
but  they  were  driven  back.  Another 
German  gun,  a  B.»  howltsar.  has  been 
added  to  the  list  of  our  captures  In 
Courcelette.  This  gun  had  been  clever- 
ly concealed  In  tbe  ruins  of  the  village 
by  folding  doors,  which  hid  tha  em- 
placement Recently  It  was  discovered 
by  accident  and  found  to  be  practically 
Intact,  only  one  of  Its  wheels  being  in- 
jured.

Desperate  Efforts  to  Regain 
Ground  Lost  at  Verdun  Are 
Unavailing— Much  Rain  in 
Somme  Region. 


"During  tha  ntght  of  October  10-11 
the  assaulting  troops  took  up  their  po- 
sition*. Tba  night  was  clear  and  frosty. 
The  trenches,  dug  In  heavy  soil,  were 
half-fllled  with  mud  and  water,  for 
there  had  been  much  rain  daring  the 
previous  days.  The  ground  about  was 
In  a  bad  condition;  churned  and  beaten 
Into  a  sticky  pulp  by  long  bombard- 
menta.  The  morning  son  could  do  lit- 
tle to  dry  the  water-soaked  earth. 

'.'Shortly  before  noon  the  enemy,  sus- 
pecting an  attack,  began  with  heavy 
artillery  on  our  front  Una  About  noon, 
our  awn  gun*  opened  with  the  full  fury 
•f  their  masked  batteries.  The  con- 
centration was  terrific  and  the  hall  of 
heavy  shall*  and  shrapnel  fell  with  dead- 
ly force  and  accuracy. 

•The  Infantry  advance  began.  The 
man  clambered  out  of  their  trenches,  and 
fa  long  Unas  dashed  forward  under  the 
barrage;  advancing  as  rapidly  aa  the 
abate  of  the  ground  would  permit  In 
taw  minutes  the  500  yards  of  open 
ground- had  been  crossed  and  tba  Regina 
trench  waa  ours. 

Death  of  Xdeut .  Scott 
*  "On  tha  right  a  tragic  Incident  for  a 
moment  threatened  the  success  of  tba 
aaaauit.  Maut  Scott,  son  of  Canon 
Soott  of  Quebec,  waa  advancing  at  the 
of  hla  men  and  was  directing  their 
In  accordance  with  the  artll- 
lary  barrage.     Aa  tha  men  threw  them- 

«S*aS  down  to  await  the  momentary 
t  af  Oho  guns.  Lieut.  Scott  waa  shot 
tnd  killed.  Hla  death  was  not  at  first 
aotlced,  and  hla  men  still  waited  for  tha 
signal  to  advance.  Not  unU  the  bar- 
rage had  paased  beyond  the  German 
tranch  did  tha  men  realise  the  situation. 
Then,  with  a  fleroa  rush  which  nothing 
oould  check,  they  dashed  at  the  German 
ttanoh.  eager  to  avenge  tbe  death  of 
their  gallant  young  oaaoar. 

"In  the  meantime,  however,  the  enemy 
had  been  ablo  ta  man  hla  parapet  and 
bad  opened  a  rapid  Are  at  thla  point 
Wa.  therefore,  suffered  some  casual  tie*. 
but  tha  result  was  tha  same.  Our  men 
want  in  with  tha  bayonet  and  there  waa 
Shrift  far  tba  Germans.

PARIS,  Oct.  25. — Throe  successive 
counter-attacks  by  the  Germans  north 
of  Verdun,  in  the  region  of  Haudromont 
and  Douaumont  were  repulsed  by  the 
French  today,  says  the  bulletin  issued 
at  the  War  Office  tonight.  The  pris- 
oners taken  by  the  French  now  exceed 
4,500.     The  statement  reads: 

"North  of  Verdun  the  enemy  deliver- 
ed three  successive  counterattacks  in 
tbe  region  of  Haudromont  and  Douau- 
mont None  succeeded,  and  our  front 
waa  maintained  Intact 

"B'aat  of  Fumin  wood  and  north  of 
Chenols  we  continued  to  make  progress 
during  the  day. 

"The  number  of  unwounded  prisoners 
actually  counted  exceeds  4,600. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  there 
was  nothing  of  importance." 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  statement 
reads: 

"North  of  Verdun  the  Germans  deli- 
vered two  counter-attack*  against  tha 
wings  on  our  new  front.  One  attack 
yesterday  evening  directed  against  the 
Haudromont  quarry  was  repulsed.  Tha 
other,  delivered  at  t  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing against  tha  Damloup  battery,  simi- 
larly failed.  All  tha  ground  conquered 
baa  been  maintained  In  Its  entirety. 
,  "The  clearing  of  Fort  Douaumont  waa 
completed  during  the  night  The  com- 
mander of  tha  fort  who  waa  In  a  dug- 
out, waa  taken  prisoner."

Tbe  headquarters  of  Colonel  Arnold  will 
be  at  Winnipeg,  but  arrangements  will  be 
made  later  for  assembling  points  in  the 
different    Provinces. 


Notable  Career  Is  Ended 


Hon,  W,  J,  Macdonald,  Who 
Came  Here  in  1851  and 
Served    in    Senate     Many 

Years,  Expires.  ,     


LONDON,  Oct.  25. — The  statement 
issued  tonight  from  British  headquart- 
ers In  France  reads: 

"Rain  fell  again  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  day.  South  of  the  Ancre 
tha  enemy  artillery  waa  active,  es- 
pecially In  tha  neighborhood  of  Le  Sara 
and    Eaucourt   l'Abbaye.

BERLIN,  Oct.  25.— The  War  Office 
announced  today  that  an  attack  made 
on  tba  Verdun  front  by  the  French 
forcae  yesterday  gained  ground  far 
them.  ■  Assaults  by  French  troop*  On 
tha    Somme    front    were    without    suc- 


tion. William  John  Macdonald,  one  of. 
the  founders  of  Victoria  and  ono  of  the 
last  survivors  of  the  fast  diminishing 
number  of  British  Columbia  pioneers 
who  helped  In  no  mean  way  to  shape 
tbe  destinies  of  the  Province,  died  yes- 
terday afternoon  at  bis  residence,  St. 
James    Street,    Oak    Bay. 

A  member  of  the  Senate  of  Canada 
for  many  years,  Mr.  Macdonald  was 
known  throughout  the  Dominion,  and 
his  sudden  death  came  as  a  great  shock 
to  his  many  friends  both  in  Victoria 
and  other  places.  His  demise  was  quite 
unexpected  until  shortly  before  the 
end.  He  was- In  apparently  the  best  of 
health  on  Tuesday  and  attended  to  hla 
dully  routine  without  complaint.  Yes- 
terday morning,  however,  he  did  not 
feel  up  to  the  mark,  and  remained  in- 
doors. He  gradually  aank,  and  at  about 
3  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  he  expired, 
heart   failure   being   the  cause. 

The  late  Mr.  Macdonald  wa*  the  third 
son  of  Major  Alexander  Macdonald,  and 
was  born  on  the  Isle  of  Skye  on  Novem- 
ber 29,  1832,  being  8*  years  of  age.  His 
father-  waa  an  officer  in  the  Royal 
Navy  during  tbe  Napoleonic  Wars  and 
served  with  distinction,  later  entering 
the  anny.     He  waa  educated  privately 

At  tha  early  aga  of  It.  years  he  ac- 
cepted a  position  in  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  and  departed  to  take  up  hla 
post  on  Vancouver  Inland  in  1461.  Ha 
remained  In  the  service  of  the  company 
fot  eight  years,  and  It  was  while  thus 
engaged  that  he  saw  Victoria  trans- 
fcrmed  from  an  Indian  village  to  a 
thriving  settlement  over  which  the 
Union  Jack  flew.  The  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  was  established  at  that  time 
In  an  assemblage'  of  small,  crude,  log 
shacks,  surrounded  by  a  stockade,  which 
served  to  withstand  the  occasional  at- 
tacks of  the  natives.  AH  the  adventures 
that  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  early  trader 
were  experienced  by  Mr.  Macdonald,  and 
he  lived  the  life  of  a  true  pioneer  in 
every  sense  of  the  word,  sharing  what 
handicaps  and  misfortunes  might  come 
with  his  fellows,  and  at  the  same  time 
by  the  exercise  of  courage  and  resource 
he  paved  the  way  for  the  upbuilding  of 
tbe    community. 

Served  aa  Gold  Commissioner 

For  a  short  time  after  leaving  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  service  he  con- 
ducted a  general  store,  one  of  the  first 
to  be  established  in  tbe  colony.  He  waa 
appointed  gold  commissioner,  and  served 
lu  that  capacity  for  a  considerable 
period  during  the  time  that  the  enor- 
mous resources  of  the  Interior  mines 
were  first  being  tented.  Upon  his  va- 
cating that  oflfce,  he  was  made  collect- 
or of  customs  at  Victoria,  and  later 
postmaster,  at  all  times  showing,  be- 
sides ability  In  his  own  personal  tasks, 
a  keen  interest  In  the  advancement  of 
the  city.  From  humble  beginnings,  he 
saw  it  grow  to  Its  present  proportions, 
and  he  waa  able  to  realise  that  he  had 
served  its  citizens  In  almost  every  ca- 
pacity to  which  It  was  their  privilege  to 
appoint  him.  After  leaving  the  post- 
mastership  he  was  elected  to  the  School 
Hoard,  In  this  way  beginning  a  record 
of  nearly  half  a  century  of  public  life, 
in  municipal.  Provincial,  and  Federal 
affairs.  He  was  made  sn  alderman  and 
served  In  one  of  tbe  earliest  Councils  of 
Victoria  and  was  elected  mayor  on  two 
occasions,  his  term  of  office  being 
notable  for  the  improvement*  which 
were   effected. 

A  man  of  great  mental  vigor  and  in- 
terested in  the  general  affairs  of  Gov- 
ernment he-  became  a  candidate  for 
Provincial  honors,  and  he  was  the 
choice  of  the  people  at  more  than  one 
election,  being  a  member  of  the  Logic- 
ian ve  Assembly  of  Vancouver  Island 
from  IS  59  to  1M0,  when  the  two  col- 
onies of  British  Columbia  and  Vancou- 
ver Island  were  united  and  a  new  As-

Tha  liner  wa*  expected  to  arrive  here 
from  Vancouver  at  10  o'clock  last  night 
on  her  way  to  Auckland  and  Sydney  and 
the  twenty-live  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren who  were  to  board  her  at  Vic- 
toria spent  a  long  and  weary  time  wait- 
ing for  the  vessel  which  failed  to 
dock.- 

About  10:45  o'clock  the  Niagara 
rounded  the  breakwater  and  a  gasoline * 
launch  went  out  and  picked  up  a  line 
from  her.  One  line  was  actually  on 
the  dock  when  she  carried  away,  stern 
out,  and  as  she  was  in  danger  of  col- 
liding with  a  suction  dredge,  Which 
was  anchored  at  a  point  near  the  land- 
ing place.  The  line  was  cast  off  and  the 
vessel  began  to  back  out.  She  drifted 
towards  McLaughlin  Point  and  the  bow 
anchor  was  dropped. 

the  tug  Hero  tried  vainly  to  assist 
the  Niagara  to  ret  a  good  position  for 
landing,  and  finally  the  C.  P.  tt 
steamer  Princess  Adelaide  came  along 
shorty  after  midnight  and  offered  to 
give  the  Niagara  a  tow.

OTTAWA.  Oct  26.— The  Evening 
Journal  ,aays   tonight: 

"Legislation  which  tho  Government 
proposes  to  enact  to  deal  with  the 
rapid  Increase  of  the  cost  of  living  waa 
outlined  today.  Tho  order-ln-councll 
embodying  this  legislation  has  not  yet 
been  paased,  but  It  Is  expected  that 
It  will  be  within  the  next  few  days. 

"The  Government  proposes  to  give 
full  power  to  municipalities  to  conduct 
investigations  under  oath  into  all  al- 
leged combines  operating  In  Canada 
and  to  investigate  the  alleged  undue 
advance  In  prices  of'  foodstuffs. 

"It  la  also  proposed,  when  an  undue 
advance  in  prices  has  been  established 
by  Investigation,  to  give  municipali- 
ties the  power  to  prosecute. ' 

"The  Government  also  proposes  to 
appoint  a  aub-commltteo  of  the  cabi- 
net whoae  members  will  be  Hon.  C.  J. 
Doherty  and  Hon.  T.  W.  Crothers.  to 
conduct  InvestlgaUons  Into  questions 
and  institutions  affecting  the  cost  of 
living  on  a  wider  Influence  than  is  ex- 
erted   within    Individual    municipalities. 

"With  regard  to  the  allegation  that

It  la 
believed  the  fear  of  publicity  will  balp 
to  prevent  an  undue  advance  In  prices."

LONDON,  Oct.  25.— The  following  two 
letters,  Intercepted  on  their  way  to  Ger- 
many, were  made  public  here  today.  The 
first  one  from  Max.  401  *Kast  Eight 
Street,  South  Boston,  Mass.,  addressed 
to  his  brother,  said: 

"Dear  Gustav, — The  Willehad  sailed 
today.  I  am  to.  stay  here  until  (he  end 
of  the  war.  The  Willehad  will  act 
within  the  American  three-mile  limit  as 
a  telegraph  station  for  submarines.  She 
haa  four  months'  provisions  aboard." 

The  second,  letter  was  from  the  cap- 
tain of  the  Willehad,  named  Jachsns, 
who  wrote  from  New  London  to  hla  sis- 
ter in  Germany,  saying: 

"I  rejoice  I  am  now  here  as  captain  of 
the  Willehad  on  a  special  mission.  Later 
you  will  hear  more  from  me.  I  am  re- 
joiced that  I  have  done  something  for 
the  fatherlgnd,  and  I  have  still  more  to 
do." 

Washington'*   Views 

WASHINGTON.  Oct  25.— There  have 
been  various  rumors  about  tha  mission 
of  tho  Willehad  at  New  London,  but  of- 
ficials here,  after  Investigation,  have  ac- 
cepted, aa  true  the  story  that  she  ven- 
tured to  sea  from  Boston  and  braved  the 
Allied  cruiser  patrol  off  tbe  coast  for 
fifty  miles  to  act  aa  "mother  ship"  for 
German  merchant  submariner  expected 
to  arrive  at  the  Connecticut  port. 

Inquiry  has  developed  that  the  Wille- 
had has  not  left  her  dock  at  Now  Ix>n- 
dpn  since  arriving  here,  and  her  wireless 
equipment  has  remained  sealed.  The 
ship  Is  a  merchantman  in  American 
waters  for  safety.  n»t  subject  tu  Intern- 
ment, and  Is  free  to  leave  as  she  pleases 
so  long  as  American  neutrality  I*  not 
violated.  For  that  reason  only  ordinary 
clearance  papers  were  necessary  for  her 
voyage   from   Boston. 


PETROGRAD.  Oct  25. — In  an  article 
written  by  Col.  Shumaky,  military  critic 
of  the  Bourse  Gaxette,  the  aaaauit  of 
tbe  Invaders  along  ths  Coastanaa-Med- 
Jldle  line  In  .Dobrudja  Is  likened  to  tha 
Belgian  operations  In  the  number-  of 
men  crowded  on  the  short  front.  Col. 
Shumsky  asserts  that  there  Is  one  di- 
vision for  each  three  miles  of  the  30- 
mile  stretch,  a  strength  said  to  exceed 
that  of  any  other  front.

Driven  Back  In  Dobrudja 

PETROGRAD,  Oct.  26.— The  Rou- 
manlan  and  Russian  forces  have  evacu- 
ated the  Danube  town  of  Tchernavoda, 
in  Dobrudja,  the  war  office  report*. 

The  statement  says  Field  Marshal 
von  Mackensen's  army  la  continuing  ltd 
attack  along  the  Dobrudja  front. 

The  Russo-Roumanlan  position  at 
Lake  Tachaul,  near  tha  Black  Sea  coast, 
about  twelve  miles  north  Of  Coaatansa, 
also  has  been  evacuated. 

The  statement  reada: 

"Western  Front — South  of  Dorna 
Watra  our  advanced  guards  dislodged 
the  enemy  from  a  series  of  heights'  and 
captured  a  number  of  prisoners  and  two 
machine  guns. 

"In  the  Usui  valley  tha  Roumanians 
advanced  westward,  taking  more  than 
100  prisoners.  At  Oltuxa  tha  Tan  tons 
were  driven  beyond  ths  frontier,  losing 
16»  prisoners. 

"Enemy  attacks  continued  along  tha 
entire  front  In  Dobrudja.  Our  troopa 
and  the  Roumanians,  fighting  aa  they 
rstlred  to  the  north,  ware  compelled  to 
abandon  their  positions  from  Tcherna- 
voda   to    Tachaul    Lake."

PARIS.  Oct  J*.— The  French  victory 
north  of  Verdun  yesterday  waa  aa  much 
a  surprise  to  the  French  aa  it  must  have 
been  to  the  Germans. 

General  retain  regarded  th*  front 
east  of  the  Mouse  as  too  cramped  and 
suggested  to  General  Nlvelle,  th*  com- 
mander of  Verdun,  that  he  give  himself 
mora  elbow  room.  With  that  and  in  view 
infantry  was  sent  up  to  reinforce  th* 
French  forces  and  artillery  waa  ordered 
for  th*  establishment  of  new  batteries. 
The  aviation  department  waa  commis- 
sioned to  make  an  exhaustive  survey  of 
the  positions  of  the  German  batteries 
and  points  of  assembly.  This  work  waa 
carried  out  and  ths  secret  was  kept  so 
well  that  a*  far  as  may  b*  judged  the 
Germans  never  bad  an  inkling  of  what 
was  in  prospect.  Furthermore,  they  evi- 
dently believed  the  energies  of  the 
French  were  being  absorbed  by  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Bomme  and  mad*  no  prepara- 
tions for  a  thrust  at  Verdun.  Thus  It 
cam*  about  that  what  was  Intended  for 
a  small  manoeuvre  became  a  brilliant 
tactical  success. 

SB  Three  Columns 

The  attack  was  planned  for  ton  days 
ago.  Artillery  began  preliminary  work, 
but  rainy  weather  set  la  and  grand 
headquarters  ordered  a  postponement. 
Whan  the  time  cam*  th*  attack  was*  de- 
livered by  four  columns  of  a  division 
each,  the  first  column  on  the  left,  be- 
tween the  southern  slopes  of  Pepper 
Hill  and  th*  Thtaumont  farm.  This  met 
with  little  difficulty.  Tha  attackers 
carried  the  Thtaumont  work  and  farm 
and  the  Haudremont  quarries,  sat  as 
the  objective,  and  gained  th*  Bras- 
Pouaumont  road  beyond.  There  th*  at- 
tackers stopped,  having  advanced  about 
a  mile. 

The  second  column  was  a  colonial 
division  under  General  Mangin  from  the 
corps  which  retook  Douaumont  fort  last 
May.  The  task  assigned  to  It  was  to 
take  Hill  320,  northeast  of  Fleury,  and 
the  edge  of  the  Caillette  wood.  The 
offensive  there  was  even  more  rapid 
than  on    the   left  wing. 


Wiped    Oat 

General  Mangin  immediately  saw  he 
could  advance  farther,  and  the  command- 
ing officer  was  informed  therefore  that 
preparations  had  been  made  to  continue 
the  attaclc.  Hill  320  was  rushed  by 
troops  from  Fleury,  which  approached 
the  Caillette  wood  through  the  cele- 
brated Ravine  of  Death.  They  then 
crossed  the  wood  and  reached  the  ap- 
proaches to  Douaumont  fort.  Every- 
where the  Germans  gave  way  before 
them.  However,  the  garrison  of  the  fort 
hurriedly  prepared  to  defend  the  im- 
portant point  confined  to  it.  French 
troops  surrounded  the  fort  and  extended 
their  gains  everywhere  without  an  in- 
stant's delay.  Fatigue  parties  set  to 
work  turning  the  defences  mo  as  to  be 
ready  to  resist  counter-attacks  West  of 
the  fort.  The  village  of  Douaumont  had 
been  carried  at  a  run  and  passed  beyond. 
Meanwhile  a  stiff  struggle  went  on  be- 
tween French  troops  and  the  defenders 
of  the  fort.  The  Germans  refused  to 
surrender  and  the  French  troops  killed 
nearly  all  of  them  before  they  forced 
their  way  Inyo  the  ruins. 

Fort  Tana  Xnveloped 

Things  went  equally  well  on  the  right, 
The  third  column  advanced  half  a  mile, 
reaching  the  edge  of  Vaux  pond  and 
carrying  the  part  of  the  Vaux-Chapltre 
wood  still  held  by  the  enemy  and  also 
the  Fumin  wood.  The  column  stopped 
north  of  these  woods  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  village  of  Vaux. 

The  fourth  column,  which  was  order- 
ed to  operate  In  the  vicinity  of  Vaux 
fort  without  taking  it,  followed  out  the 
programme  exactly.  It  drove  out  the 
Germans  from  the  Chenols  and  Laufe* 
woods,  captured  the  Damloup  battery 
and  pushed  ahead  and  encircled  Vaux 
fort  on  the  east,  south  and  west,  so  that 
the  defenders  have  no  way  of  issue  ex- 
cept to   the  north. 

DUKE   OF  CONNAUGHT

United  Btates  Ambassador 
to  Germany,  cam*  to  Shadow  Lawn 
yesterday  for  a  conference  with  Presi- 
dent Wilson,  th*  first  he  has  had  since 
bis  return  from  Germany.  He  took 
luach  with  Mr.  Wilson  and  remained  at 
th*  Hummer  White  House  in  consulta- 
tion until  after  4  o'clock.  Mr.  Gerard 
told  reporters  who  saw  him  when  he 
left  that  he  could  not  discuss  In  any 
way  the  matters  which  h*  and  th* 
President  had  taken   up. 

"Naturally."  he  said,  "w*  went  over 
th*  whole  situation  vary  carefully,  but 
it  would  be  manifestly  improper  for 
me  to  give  any  details  of  th*  confer- 
ence." 

In  reply  to  questions  as  to  whether 
he  bad  discussed  the  U-boat  question 
and  the  effect  that  aa  overturn  of  the 
party  in  power  in  Germany  might  have 
on  the  present  submarine  situation,  Mr. 
Gerard  would  only  repeat  his  state- 
ment that  be  had  "talked  over  every 
phase  of  his  work  ia  Berlin."

Another  speaker  dealt  with  the  geo- 
graphical poeltloa  of  Victoria.  Ha 
Potato*  out  -Skat  the  Coast -Koeteney 
Railway,  of  which  Victorians  uaed  to 
talk  and  dream  a  couple  of  decadaa  ago, 
wa>  at  laat  an  accomplished  fact,  bat 
ho  said  he  doubted  If  any  considerable 
number  of  the"  people  of  this  city  over 
thought  about  this  and  what  It  implies. 
Ho  alno  pointed  out  the  great  tndue- 
triee  that  have  bean  developed  all  along 
the  Coast,  from  Howo  Sound  to  Anyox. 
The  railway  and  the  steamship  lines 
place  Victoria  at  the  ape*  of  two  ronton 
of  transportation,  each  something  like 
Ave  hundred  miles  long.  The  Indus- 
trial development  along  thle  lino  la 
wonderfully  large.  The  annual  output 
runs  Into  millions,  and  many  millions 
at  that.  Tet  we  have  been  going  on  aa 
If  nothing  at  all  had  been  happening 
and  we  have  aome  very  excellent  cJtl- 
sens  who,  while  they  have  read  some- 
thing about  these  thlnga  from  tlm«  to 
time,  never  think  about  them  aa  some- 
thing that  might  become  a  great  bual- 
neaa  aaaet  to  ua.  To  moat  of  ua  Vic- 
toria la  like  mankind  In  general,  of 
whom  the  poet  wrote:  "Man  never  la 
but  always  to  bo  bloat."  We  are  con- 
atantly  looking  for  something  new,  and 
falling  to  make  full  uae  of  the  thlnga 
we  have.  The  speaker  who  directed 
attention  to  the  completion  of  the 
Coaat-Kootenay  Railway  proposed  an  ex- 
curslon  of  Victoria  business  men  to 
see  what  the  country  along  it  ia  like, 
an  excellent  Idea  and  one  likely  to  be 
acted   upon.

The  tenor  dTall  the  brief  speeches  at 
yesterday's  luncheon  waa  encouraging 
and  optimistic,  and  the  decialon  to  hold 
eueh  lunoheone  every  month  la  an  ad- 
mirable one.  Such  gatherings  help  to 
make  ua  all  better  acquainted  with  each 
other  and  will  have  the  effect  of  dla- 
atpatlng  the  too  prevalent  notion  that 
the  business  community  la  made  up  of 
elementa,  which  while  not  actually  dla- 
cordant  are  not  aa  fully  In  aympathy 
with  each  other  aa  they  ought  to  be. 
The  speaker  who  said  that  the  future 
of  Victoria  la  In  the  handa  of  the 
younger  business  men  aald  aomethlng 
that  these  younger  men  ahould  never 
forget  and  which  older'  bualneea  men 
ahould  haaten  to  recognize. 


Three  matters  mentioned  In  yea  tar* 
day's  dispatches  seem  to  call  for  com- 
ment. One  la  the  remarkable  aucceas  of 
the  Trench  In  their  operations  before 
Verdun,  where  they  have  driven  the 
enemy  from  positions  gained  only  after 
months  of  effort  and  almoat  unprece- 
dented sacrifices  of  men.  It  ia  not  ,wiae 
to  draw  conclualona  from  lneufflclent 
data,  but  the  eaao  with  which  our  Ally 
went  through  the  German  lines  not  only 
shows  his  splendid  fighting  qualities,  but 
alao  the  weakneaa  of  the  enemy,  the 
utter  failure  of  the  Oerman  counter-at- 
tack looka  like  convincing  evidence  that 
hla  ctrength  on  the  Weatern  front  U 
greatly  lessened.  The  victory  oufore 
Verdun,  taken  In  connection  with  the 
K.ilns  of  our  own  troope  on  the  read  to 
Bapaume,  appears  to  demonstrate  that 
the  Allies  have  the  situation  in  the  West 
very  thoroughly  In  hand. 

Condltlona  In  Roumanla  are  not  as 
satisfactory  aa  we  would  like  them  to 
be.  The  Teutona  are  bending  their  ener- 
gies to  punish  that  kingdom,  but  we  see 
no  reason  for  doubting  that  our  Ally, 
with  the  aaalatance  of  Ruaaia  and  with 
the  Indirect  effect  of  victories  by  the 
Allies  elsewhere,  will  be  able  to  hold  the 
enemy  In  check.  The  action  of  the  King 
of  Greece  In  hampering  the  advance  of 
the  Allies  on  the  Macedonian  front  haa 
aerved  hla  brother-in-law  at  Berlin  very 
well.  A  statement  from  Athens-  to  the 
effect  that  the  relatione  between  the 
Entente  Powers  and  King  Conatantlne 
have  considerably  Improved  appeara  to 
Indicate  that  In  the  opinion  of  the  Greek 
monarch  the  Balkan  altuatlon  la  be- 
coming leas  favorable  to  the  plana  of 
the  Teutona. 

The  Junction  affected  between  the 
Italian  forces  operating  from  the  Adri- 
atic coast  and  the  line  of  the  Allies  In 
Macedonia  means  that  the  situation  on 
that  front  haa  been  greatly  Improved. 
Thla  la  emphaalsed  by  the  steady  gains 
of  the  Serb  forces.

The  original  Incident,  regrettable

tribunal.  It  makes  no  difference  at  all 
how  the  presiding  officer  may  feel  per- 
sonally aggrieved  by  aucb  an  assertion 
of  right.  The  law  is  not  careful  as  to 
the  feelings  of  Its  highest  officials,  for 
the  liberty  ef  the  subject  Is  of  para- 
mount Importance.  Therefore  while  not 
giving  any  opinion  aa  to  what  Mr.  Rob- 
ert Rogora  aald  to  Mr.  Justice  Gait,  for 
at  thla  distance  and  indeed  without  be- 
ing actually  preaent  is  court  when  the 
Incident  occurred,  any  opinion  we  might 
form  on  the  subject  would  be  o(  little 
value,  we  expressed  ourselves  very 
strongly  against  the  course  subsequent- 
ly taken  by  two  of  the  Winnipeg  papers, 
loner  when  Mr.  Justice  Haggnrt  er-

Sir  Thomas  White  urgee  the  people 
of  Canada  to  be  economical,  which  la 
excellent  advice  at  all  tlmee  and  espe- 
cially ao  In  time  of  war.  Tet  there  are 
some  thlnga  that  ought  to  be  aald  In 
this  connection,  and  one  of  them  la  that 
If  the  savings  sf  the  people  are  to  *o 
employed,  ae  they  ought  to  be.  In  pro- 
viding among  other  things  munitions  for 
the  uae  of  our  aoldlere.  the  manufac- 
turera  of  theae  munitlona  ahould  be 
compelled  to  be  content  with  amall  pro- 
flta.  We  make  every  allowance  for  the 
expense  Incurred  In  installing  new  ma- 
chinery and  otherwise  equipping  plants 
for  this  work,  and  a  margin  ought  to  be 
allowed  for  the  possibility  that  the  out- 
laya  for  thla  purpose  may  be  rendered 
unremuneratlve  after  the  war,  but  the 
fact  remaina  that  no  person  ahould  be 
allowed  to  grow  rich  out  of  the  necea- 
alttea  of  the  nation.  War  profits  ought 
to  be  taxed. 

Another  matter  In  thla  connection  is 
that  If  the  aavtnga  of  the  people  of  the 
Weat  are  to  be  employed  for  war  pur- 
poaes,  to  which  there  can  be  no  possible 
objection,  plana  ahould,  If  poaalble,  be 
formed  whereby  a  part  at  least  of  the 
savings  of  our  people  can  be  apent  with 
local  manufacturer  Loyalty  ought  not 
to  be  all  In  one  direction.

The  extract  from  the 
former  ahowa  the  lmpreaeion  produced 
upon  the  Montreal  Board  of  Trade 

Mr.  Flumerfelfa  efforts  are  deaervlng 
of  very  high  pralae.  We  anticipate  be- 
ing able  to  ahow  our  readera  shortly  evi- 
dence that  he  has  evolved  a  very  excel- 
lent Idea  In  connection  with  the  land 
problem.  Aa  to  the  importance  of 
prompt  action  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
The  problem  la  not  one  that  will  arise, 
but  one  that  la  already  with  ua,  and 
every  day's  delay  In  providing  for  Ita 
aolutlon  will  only  make  It  the  more  dif- 
ficult. The  Colontat  la  no  new  convert  to 
the  neceaalty  of  Immediate  action.

Therefore  we 
cordially  welcomed  Mr.  Flumerfelt  up- 
on hla  entry  Into  thla  Held  of  endeavor, 
and  especially  because  we  saw  In  him  a 
gentleman  who  la  ao  fortunately  *ltu- 
athd  that  the  alnglaneea  of  hia  purpose 
cannot  be  called  In  question.

Mr.  A.  Mc.  Creery,  of  Vancouver,  has 
received  a  cable  from  the  War  Office 
regarding  his  second  son,  Cuthbert  J. 
J^-eery,  of  the  Royal  .Flying  Corps,  as 
follows: 

"Regret  to  Inform  you  that  Second 
Lieut  C.  J.  Creery  reported  missing 
October  22.  This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that"  he  la  either  wounded  or 
killed." 

This  young  Vancouver  officer  has 
had  an  adventurous  career  since  he 
obtained  leave  from  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  on  March  4.  1916, 
and  enlisted-  with  the  11th  C.  M.  R. 
aa  a  trooper.  Coming  to  Victoria  from 
Hastings  Park  at  the  end  of  July 
the  ambitious  young  man  bought 
himself  out  and  was  accepted  for  the 
Royal  Naval  air  service  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  Royal  Flying  Corps  On 
September  30  he  left  for  Dayton,  O., 
for  the  Wright  Aviation  School  end  on 
November  24,  1916.  got  his  pilot's  cer- 
tificate from  the  Aero  Club  of  Amer- 
ica. Crossing  to  England  in  December, 
ha  got  hie  "wings"  as  a  pilot  In  the  It. 
F.  C.  on  April  11.  this  year.  Two 
weeks  later  saw  him  in  France  with 
the  21st  Squadron,  on  May  S  he  waa 
wounded  In  a  "alight  aeroplane  acci- 
dent" but  on  May  SI  was  tit  to  rejoin 
his  unit  and  since  that  time  has  had 
many  exciting  encounters  with  the  Gar- 
mans.

SIR  H.  AMES  TO  SPEAK 


Mr.  Hesekiah  George  Hall,  one  of  the 
pioneer  lawyers  of  Victoria  and  police 
magistrate  for  olght  years,  died  yester- 
day morning  at  about  6  o'clock  fol- 
lowing an  illness  from  which  he  had 
been  suffering')  for  many  months.  Not 
until  reoently  .ltd  It  become  serious, 
however,  H,nd  'he  was  at  his  office  on 
Tuesday  and  worked  until  a  lata  hour. 
Heart  failure  was  the  cause  of  death. 

The  late  Mr.  Hall  was  58  years  of 
ago  and  was  born  In  "Hall's  Corners." 
near  Hamilton.  Ont..  which  was  named 
after  his  father.  He  camo  out  to  tho 
Coast  in  1881  to  Join  his  brother.  Rev. 
Joseph  Hall,  who  at  that  tima  was  the 
pastor  at  the  Centennial  Methodist 
Church.1  He  studied  law  with  Mr. 
Thornton  Fell  and  other  well  known 
Victoria  barristers  and  was  latterly 
practising  his  profession  in  offices  in 
the  Central  Building.  He  was  police 
magistrate  for  eight  years,  being  the 
predecessor  of  Magistrate  George  Jay, 
who  now. occupies  that  office. 

He  married  Miss  Mary  Pollard,  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Hflv.  WIlMam  Pol- 
lard, one  of  the  old-time  clergymen  of 
tho  city.  Of  the  throe  children,  only 
one  survives— Mr.  Walter  P.  Hall,  who 
Is  a  law  student.  He  was  a  regular 
attendant  at  the  Centennial  Methodist 
Church  and  was  one  of  Its  strongest 
supporters,  being  a  member  of  tho  of- 
ficial hoard. 

Besides  his  son.  he  leaves  a  widow 
and  a  slater,  the  latter  living  In  Bar- 
tonvllle,  Ont.  His  two  brothers,  Rev. 
Joseph  Hall  and  Mr.  William  Hall,  died 
some  time  ago. 

The  funeral  has  been  arranged  to 
take  place  at  2:45  o'clock  tomorrow 
afternoon  from  tho  Centennial  Metho.s- 
dist  Church,  Gorge  Road.  It  Is  re- 
quested that  no  flowers  be  contributed.

M.P.,  of  Montreal, 
and  honorary  secretary  of  the  Canadian 
Patriotic  Fund,  will  address  a  public 
meeting-  at  8:30  o'clock  tomorrow  night 
in.  the  Royal  Victoria  Theatre,  on  the 
work,  of  the  Patriotic  Fund.  This  is  one 
of  his  annual  visits  to  tho  Coast  In  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  fund.  When 
Sir  Herbert  spoke  hero  about  this  time 
last  year,  tho  Royal  Victoria  was  crowd- 
ad  to  the  doors. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Barnard  will  pre- 
side at  tonight**  mooting.  With  him  on 
the  platform  will  bo  Premier  Bowser, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster,  British  Columbia's 
Premier-to-be.  and  the  members  and 
trustees  of  the  Victoria  Patriotic  Aid 
Society.  Tho  6th  Regiment  bond  wUl 
give  a  concert  during  the  meeting. 

Tho  mooting  Is  open  to  all.  There  will

Vlotoria  flre  wardens  yesterday  con- 
sidered the  advisability  of  dropping  two 
employees  from  the  staff  of  the  pump- 
ing station  at  the  foot  of  Telegraph 
Street,  hecauae  of  greater  efficiency  of 
the  lire  protection  facilities  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  city  through  the  connecting 
up  this  week  of  the  salt  water  hlgfi 
pressure  system  with  the  Sooko  Lake 
pressure  main.  This  has  made  unneces- 
sary the  keeping  of  the  steam  units  at 
the  Telegraph  Street  station  always  In 
service,  as  the  electric  unit  will  always 
ho  available  In  case  of  any  break  In  the 
connection  between  the  high  pressure 
and  Books  systems. 

It  Is  likely  that  tho  Tates  Street 
pumping  station,  which  has  been  forc- 
ing- water  from  the  domestlo  mains  to 
the  high  level  tank,  to  supply  the  higher 
levels  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  city 
will  also  be  shut  down.  The  pressure 
now  available  throughout  the  salt 
water  system  area  will  bs  160  pounds  to 
the  square  Inch.  This  will  carry  a 
sufficient  supply  to  the  high  level  tank. 
It  Is  expected  that  tho  saving  to  r.g> 
city  through  the  change  will  bo  86.060  a 
>aar. 

The  fire  wardens  are  also  taking  up 
tho  question  of  an  increase  In  wagba 
for  the  members  of  the  Victoria  Firs 
Department.  It  Is  likely  that  aa  in- 
crease will  bo  granted  by  tho  end  of  tho 
year,  at  least. 


Mr.  A.  C.  Flumorfott  baa  Just  re- 
turned to  Victoria  after  aa  extended 
trip  to  the  Bast,  whore  ho  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  speaking  before  several  differ- 
ent Boards  of  Trade  on  the  returned  sol- 
dier problem. 

"In  my  opinion,"  he  says,  "the  receiv- 
ing and  disposition  of  our  soldier  cltl- 
sens  is  perhaps  tho  most  Important 
problem  presently  confronting  tho  Cana- 
dian people.  There  will  bo  many,  of 
course,  who  will  be  only  too  delighted  to 
re-enter  their  former  avocation*,  but 
many  thousands  of  them  will  doubtless 
be  unfitted  by  reason  of  exposure,  their 
tlfe  la  the  open,  and  varied  and  serious 
experiences  since  leaving  our  shores,  and 
are  therefore  entitled  to  receive  reason- 
ably decern  treatment  at  tho  hands  of 
the  nation.  Mr.  Flumerfelt's  contention 
is  that  every  man  who  has  offered  his 
services  to  the  Empire  Is  entitled  to  bo 
placed  In  a  position  or  condition  at 
least  equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  him  prior 
to  enlistment. 

"Colonist  readers  will  doubtless  re- 
member that  a  very  exhaustive  paper 
was  presented  by  me  before  the  Board 
of  Trade  some  two  months  ago,  which 
was  commented  on  In  your  columns.  The 
press  of  Winnipeg  and  the  East  have 
made  extended  reports  of  the  facts  pre- 
sented in  the  addresses  delivered  in  tho 
different  centres.  Sir  Hugh  Graham,  the 
proprietor  of  The  Montreal  Star,  was  so 
thoroughly  Impressed  with  the  import- 
ance of  this  subject  that  the  speech  was 
reported  In  full,  and  tills  information 
disseminated  through  the  medium  of  Tho 
Star  would  reach  some  276,000  homes. 

"The  Board  of  Trade  of  Montreal  Is 
taking  action  In  respect  of  tho  sugges- 
tfbns  offered,  with  a  view  to  endorsing 
the  same  to  the  Government.  From  a 
report  of  the  general '  meeting '  of  tho 
Board  In  Montreal,  published  in  The  Ga- 
zette of  October  12.  it  Is  stated  that  no 
more  Important  matter  waa  ever  before 
tho  Board,  and  that  it  demands  tho 
earnest  consideration  of  that  body.  ■ 
Insistent  Meces slty 

"I  had  the  pleasure  of  speaking 
through  the  different  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion  aa  for  oast  as  New  Brunswick, 
on  'patriotic  subjects,  and  took  occasion 
to  discuss  the  returned  soldier  problem 
with  every  Important  man  with  whom  I 
came  in  contact,  and  to  do  my  utmost 
to  attract  public  attention  to  this  most 
Important  and  now  insistent  necessity, 
aa  the  men  are  already  beginning  to  re- 
turn in  small  numbers." 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  states  that  he  returned 
from  Winnipeg  to  Ottawa  at  the  tele- 
graphic request  of  the  Right  Hon.  Sir 
Robert  Borden,  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  general  plan  outlined  by 
him,  and  while  In  that  city  had  an  op- 
portunity of  presenting  his  views  to  a 
number  of  tho  Executive.  He  feels  that 
the  Government  is  sincerely  alive  to  the 
Importance  of  this  question,  and  ho 
hopes  that  It  may  be  found  possible  to 
^evolve  some  plan  that  will  meet  the 
case,  and  that  the  Government  may  bo 
able  to  make  an  early  official  announce- 
ment in  this  regard.  Writing  to  him  af- 
ter the  visit  Sir  Robert  said: 

"Ottawa,  Ont,  October  17,  1916. 
"My  dear  Mr.  Flumerfelt: 

Before  your  departure  will  you  per- 
mit me  to  express  my  warm  thanks  for 
your  visit  to  Ottawa  at  my  request,  and 
the  suggestions  which  you  have  been 
good  enough  to  offer  to  me  and  to  the 
sub-committee  of  council  with  regard  to 
tho  highly  Important  question  of  caring 
for  the  soldiers  of  the  CanadUn  Expedi- 
tionary Force  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  war. 

As  you  have  doubtless  discovered,  tho 
members  of  the  Government  who  havo 
these  matters  under  consideration  havo 
been  working  in  many  Instances  along 
lines  similar  to  those  which  you  have 
suggested.  At  the  same  time  it  has 
been  of  advantage  to  us  to  have  your 
views  as  to  the  methods  by  which  pro- 
posed arrangements  can  be  worked  out.

Doubling  of  Wheat  Prices 
Causing  Sharp  Advance  in 
All    Food    Commodities  — 

—Eastern  Cities  Pay  More. 


Made  in  Canada 


Victoria  will  pay  the  highest  prices 
for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  at 
least  for  the'  necessities  of  life  this 
Winter,  according  to  local  wholesale  and 
retail  dealers.  Prices  of  nearly  all  food- 
stuffs during  the  last  month  havo  start- 
ed to  rise.  It  was  said,  yesterday,  that 
there  Is  little  prospect  of  any  break  in 
this  rise   until   next  Spring  at  least 

The  reason  given  is  the  short  wheat 
crop  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada  and  tho  abnormal  demands  of 
Kurope  this  year  for  food  at  any  price. 
Wheat  prices  have  almost  doubled  In 
the  last  six  months.  The  rise  In  this 
fundamental  staple  Is  sending  up  the 
price  of  all  Its  products,  all  animal  pro- 
ducts, and  generally  all  farm  produce. 
Alarmed  at  the  possibility  of  a  fodder 
shortage  this  Winter,  and  enticed  by 
the  prevailing  hlrh  meat  prices,  farm- 
ers have  been  killing  off  their  livs 
stock.  This  Is  affecting  the  prices  of 
meats,  butter,  milk,  and  eggs. 

Wheat  In  the  large  Eastern  exchanges 
has  gone  up  10c  a  bushel  this  week,  and 
nearly  30c  a  bushel  in  the  last  three 
weeks.  The  prospects  are  that  it  *will 
reach  the  12  mark  very  soon,  as  Euro- 
pean buyers  are  taking  for  export  nearly 
all   the  wheat  that  is  offered. 

Flour  has  Jumped  60c  a  barrel  during 
the  last  week.  Local  bakers  were  yes- 
terday paying  $10  for  196  pounds.  As 
yet,  no  further  decrease  in  the  weight 
of  the  6c  loaf  has  been  announced,  but 
bakers  are  arranging  to  hold  a  meeting 
to  consider  the  step  within  the  next  few 
days.  Victoria  Is  still  getting  a  12- 
ounce  loaf,  which  the  bakers  say  lo 
really  a  13-ounco  loaf,  as  an  extra  ounce 
Is  being  riven  for  full  measure. 

The  rapid  rise  in  food  prices  started 
in  only  with  the  Fall  season.  Com- 
modity prices  held  with  very  little  up- 
ward change  during  the  whole  of  the 
Hummer.  The  rise  has  been  common  to 
the  whole  of  the  Dominion,  but  the  cost 
of  tbe  necessities  of  life  is  probably  as 
low  In  Victoria  and  Vancouver  as  any- 
where in  Canada,  especially  when  com- 
pared with  Prairie  pricea 

Vancouver's    Cheaper    Trices 

Price  figures  for  August  last,  issued 
by  the  Dominion  Government  show  that 
Toronto  was  paying  30c  to  36c  a  pound 
for  sirloin  beef  steak,  Nanalmo  2Sc,  Vic- 
toria 26c,  and  Vancouver  22c  to  26c,  the 
average  price  for  the  whole  of  Canada 
being:  26.3c.  For  fresh  roasting  pork 
ham,  Toronto  was  paying-  26c  a  pound, 
Nanalmo  S6c,  Victoria  22c,  and  Vancou- 
ver 20c  to  22c,  the  Canadian  average 
being  22.7c.  New-laid  eggs  In  Toronto 
were  86c  to  8Sc  a  dozen,  In  Victoria  46c. 
In  Nanalmo  40c,  and  in  Vancouver  40c, 
the  Canadian  average  being  33.3c. 
Creamery  butter  prices  were  38c  to  40c 
a  pound  in  Toronto,  46c  in  Nanalmo, 
40c  in  Victoria,  and  36c  in  Vancouver, 
the  Canadian  average  being  35.6c.  For 
granulated  sugar,  Toronto  was  paying 
7c  to  Sc  a  pound,  Victoria  7c,  Nanalmo 
6c,  and  Vancouver  4c  to  6c,  the  Cana- 
dian average  being  6.7c. 

Flour  which  is  now  retailing  at  6c  to 
6c  a  pound,  was  sold  In  August  In  To- 
ronto for  3.4c,  In  Victoria  4.2c,  In  Na- 
nalmo, 4c,  and  In  Vancouver*  3.8c,  with 
the  Canadian  average  of  4.03c.  Rice  was 
7c  to  8c  in  Toronto,  7c  in  Victoria,  6c 
in  Nanalmo,  and  4c  to  6c  in  Vancouver, 
with  a  country-wllde  average  of  6.7c. 

Although  the  Government's  flgurssfor 
October  will  not  be  Issued  for  a  couple 
of  weeks  yet,  it  to  likely  that  they  will 
show  an  advance  of  from  16  to  26  per 
cent  In  most  of  the  fundamental  com- 
modities. Beef  In  Victoria  has  jumped 
from  26c  to  80c,  eggs  from  46c  to  70c, 
pork  from  22c  to  26c.  creamery  butter 
from  40c  to  46c  and  66c.  and  flour  from 
4.2c  to  6c  and  6c.  Sugar  prices  remain 
about  the  same

Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson,  manager  for 
Messrs.  Turner,  Boeton  *  Co.  aad  head 

of  the  British  Columbia  Shipping  Credit 
Commission,  returned  to  Victoria  on 
yesterday's  boat  from  Vancouver,  after  a 
lengthy  business  trip  which  took  him 
to  Chicago,  Minneapolis.  St  Paul,  Du- 
luth,  port  Arthur,  Winnipeg  and  other 
cities  In   Western   Canada. 

Mr.  Thomson  happened  to  be  in  Du- 
luth  when  tbs  6,600-ton  steamer  Sir 
Trevor  Dawson  was  launched  for  the 
Canadian  Steamship  Lines,  Ltd.  The 
vessel  was  constructed  by  Canadians.  In 
every  available  place  where  they  can 
build  ships  they  are  doing  so,  and  a  lot 
of  the  vessels  on  the  Great  Lakes  are 
being  taken  for  service  on  the  Atlantic. 
Mr.  Thomson  states  that  traffic  on 
these  great  Inland  waters  has  Increased 
tremendously. 

That  wheat  Is  now  at  |1.86  Is  attribu- 
table to  tho  crop  shortage,  bad  weather 
and  rust  Speaking  of  production,  Mr. 
Thomson  states  that  great  efforts  are 
being  made  In  the  Northwest  to  get  the 
people  to  go  In  more  extensively  for 
cattle  and  sheep  raising,  the  country  be- 
ing Ideal  for  the  purpose. 

In  every  district  now  the  great  ques- 
tion is  more  production  and  the  people 
are  realizing  more  and  more  the  neces- 
sity for  applying  themselves  diligently 
to  the  realisation  of  this  aim.  Every 
dollar  that  they  can  keep  from  going  out 
Of  the  country  counts  very  materially 
not  only  aa  regards  their  own  welfare, 
but  In  adding  to  the  strength  and  re- 
sources of  the  Empire. 

Buain.aa  la  Oood 

Business  conditions  were  good  at 
every  point  visited  by  Mr.  Thomson. 
He  reports  that  there  seems  to  be  a 
great  shortage  of  labor  In  the  mining 
and  logging  districts  of  British  Colum- 
bia, but  It  Is  expected  that  the  situation 
will  be  relieved  when  the  large  number 
of  men  now  engaged  in  harvesting  in 
the  Northwest  are  released.  Many  men 
should  be  coming  West  at  almost  any 
time  now,  as  the  handling  of  the  crops 
Is  about  over. 

Speaking  of  the  Okanagan  district 
Mr.  Thomson  states  that  the  apple  crop 
this  year  seems  to  have  been  a  great 
success.  It  Is  estimated  that  there  will 
be  11.760,000  worth  of  apples  to  be 
shipped,  but  the  movement  of  the  crop 
Is  hampered  somewhat  by  the  car  short- 
age. The  car  shortage  Is  also  militating 
against  the  lumber  business,  but  when 
the  pressure  on  the  transportation  fa- 
cilities, due  to  the  wheat  shipments,  Is 
over  relief  In  this  respect  is  expected. 
It  Is  feared,  however,  that  the  relief 
will  come  too  late  for  the  lumber  inter- 
ests to  fill  orders  which  were  required 
for  delivery  on  the  prairies  In  time  for 
■building  operations,  as  weather  condi- 
tions already  are  not  condusive  to  build- 
ing. 

In  the  Interior  sections  of  British  Co- 
lumbia it  is  anticipated  that  extensive 
logging  operations  will  be  carried  on  in 
order  to  get  the  logs  down  to  the  mills 
for  next  season's  cut 

Referring  again  to  the  question  of  lo- 
cal production  In  every  portion  of  Can- 
ada, Mr.  Thomson  said  that  the  Gov- 
ernment was  doing  everything  In  its 
power  to  Induce  the  people  to  set  seri- 
ously to  work  In  order  that  conditions  of 
plenty  might  be  brought  about  through 
the  practice  of  economy  and  the  exer- 
cise of  constant  energy. 


NEWS  DISSEMINATION 

TD  AID  DOMINIONS 


Newspaperman  From  Anti- 
podes Thinks  Cable  From 
England  to  Australia,  via 
Canada  Would  Help. 


Mr.  W.  G.  Conley.  managing  director 
of  The  Sydney  Morning  Herald,  who 
has  Just  completed  a  tour  through 
Great  Britain  and  Canada,  was  a  pas- 
senger on  the  outgoing  liner  Niagara. 
Emphasising  the  great  need  for  a  proper 
understanding  between  the  Dominions, 
Mr.  Conley  urges  the  proper  dissemina- 
tion of  news  and  the  establishment  of 
an  Imperial  news  organisation. 

While  in  Vancouver  Mr.  Conley  ad- 
dressed the  Canadian  Club  at  the  Van- 
couver Hotel  /along  this  line,  and  his 
views  were  endorsed  by  Mr.  Harold 
Beauchamp,  of  Wellington,  N.Z.,  who  is 
also  a  passenger  on  tho  Niagara 

Mr.  Conley  is  not  a  great  believer  In 
the  value  of  editorial  articles,  save  aa  a 
means  of  giving  character  to  a  news- 
paper. Public  opinion  is  Influenced  by 
news,  he  said.  Sound  Judgment  is  baaed 
on  facta 

The  newspaper  dissemination  of  news, 
proceeded  Mr.  Conley,  la  one  thing  that 
will  make  the  world  smaller.  The  only 
way  we  can  get  to  know  one  another  la 
by  the  dissemination  of  news,  of 
troubles  and  achievements  throughout 
the  various  countries.  "There  can  be  no 
understanding  between  Canada  and  Aus- 
tralia unless,  they  know  something  of 
each  other,"  be  declared. 

Speaking  of  the  present  news  service 
which  Is  to  a  treat  extent  fed 
from  the  United  states,  ha  said: 
"We  cannot  afford  to  subject  our- 
selves to  Intellectual  annexation 
Wouldn't  trade  be  easier,"  ho  weal 
on,  "If  yon  know  something  mor. 
about  our  people?  Polltcians  can  do 
nothing:  it's  the  constituencies  that 
must   be  educated,   not  the   politicians." 

He  told  of  the  desire  of  tho  people  of 
Australia  to  know  mors  of  Canada,  to 
hear  of  the  workings  of  oar  various  in- 
stitutions. Facts  wore  wanted  aad  not 
opinions  on  them. 

Mr.  Conley  urgsd  the  establishment 
of  a  cable  from  England  to  Australia, 
passing  across  Canada.  It  wow  Id  bo 
shared  between  Canada  aad  Australia, 
and  would  provide  news  far  all  the  ter- 
ritory through  which  It  pa  sard  la 
leaden  there  should  ha  a  Dominions

A  social  Item  in  the  English  papers 
recalls  ths  old  days  when  the  passage 
between  England  and  what  la  now  Can* 
ada  lasted  weeks  and.  In  unfavorable 
weather,  months).  The  founder  of.  ths 
first  transatlantic  steamship  line  was 
a  Nova  Scotlan.  Samuel  Cunard.  The 
first  of  the  ocean  lines  consisted  of 
four  paddle  steamers.  In  1840,  the  first 
of  these  little  craft  mastered  the  waves, 
and  breastsd  the  storms  of  the  Atlan- 
tic Ocean.  It  was  nineteen  years  later 
that  the  Halifax  merchant  was  honored 
with  a  baronetcy  by  the  King  of  Eng- 
land. Today,  when  palatial  steamers  of 
many  lines  cross  the  ocean,  the  name 
of  Cunard  is  still  known  as  a  power  in 
steamship  circles,  and  among  the  etate- 
ly  homes  of  England  Is  that  of  Sir 
iJache  Cunard.  It  is  his  daughter  who 
is  engaged  to  Lieut  Sidney  Falrbalrn. 
of  the  Grenadier  Guards.  The  energy, 
the  enterprise,  and  the  foresight  of  the 
founder  of  the  Cunard  steamship  line 
is  a  heritage  of  which  this  daughter  of 
a  Canadian  bouse  may  well  be  proud.

task.  Convention  was  still  strong,  and 
many  doors  of  usefulness  were  closed  to 
ladies  by  Its  unwritten  laws. 

Lady  Wolseley  believed  she  saw  in 
England's  gardens  a  means  of  liberation. 
The  direction  of  the  work  of  cultivation 
and  the  performance  of  some  of  ita 
operations  would  be  of  great  value  to 
the  country,  and  would  furnish  them 
with  profitable  and  not  too  dtffcult  em- 
ployment. Lady  Woleeiey  was  a  wealthy 
woman,  and  she  proved  her  faith  In  the 
scheme  by  establishing  a  college  at 
Ulynde,  where  the  new  profession  could 
be  taught.  She,  herself,  was  a  prac- 
tical gardener.  She  did  not,  however, 
intend  Olynde  to  be  a  charity.  The 
girls  who  cams  to  the  college  must  work 
tor  two  years  and  must  pay  fairly  for 
their  training.  When  they  were  ready, 
it  was  believed  there  would  be  a  de- 
mand for  their  services.  With  all  her 
influence.  Lady  Wolseiey'a  college  was 
not  so  well  attended  as  it  should  have 
been.  There  were  prejudices  to  over- 
come and  many  of  the  young  women 
wno  wouia  nave  been  willing  to  take 
the  training  had  not  the  means  to  avail 
themselves  of   its  advantages. 

In  a  very  Interesting  and  beautifully 
illustrated  article  in  the  October  lasus 
of  The  Windsor  Magaslne,  Viscountess 
wolseley  comments  on  ths  present 
situation  and  gives  advice  as  to  how 
its  difficulties  are  to  be  met  and  prep- 
aration for  the  future  be  made. 

The  article  is  in  the  nature  of  a  re- 
sponse to  hundreds  of  Inquiries  that 
have  come  to  Olynde  for  trained  wo- 
men. It  is  plain  that  Lady  Wolseley 
does  not  believe  that  after  the  war  wo- 
meit  will  continue  to  do  such  work  in 
the  field  aa  they  are  now  engaged  la. 
Nor  does  she  consider  that  even  in  the 
gardens  and  orchards  the  heavy  manual 
labor  will  be  done  by  girls.  Neverthe- 
less, overseers  or  head  gardeners  must 
know  by  practical  experience  how  auch 
work  must  be  done.  That  this  Is  part 
of  the  training  at  Olynde,  the  pictures 
show,  and  the  writer  tells  us  that  "ever 
since  the  war  began  the  students  of 
Ulynde  College  have  stoked  the  green- 
house fires,  run  the  trolley  laden  with 
vegetables  to  the  station,  and  they  have 
grown  and  packed  first-class  flowers, 
unit,  'and  vegetables.  Even  in  the 
roughest  wsather  they  have  attended  to 
their  work,  and  they  performed  all  these 
operations  quite  as  well  as  men  can  do 
them  when  they  have  had  a  thorough 
training."        ■ 

In  the  course  oft  her  article,  Lady 
Wolseley  has  several  things  to  say 
that  may  be  of  help  in  our  own  city  to 
those  who  love  gardens  but  have  not 
time  to  attend  to  them.  She  suggests 
that  householders  in  a  neighborhood 
combine  and  engage  whatever  help  may 
be  available  to  keep  four  or  five,  gar- 
dens in  order.  This  would  at  least  keep 
tliera  from  becoming  overrun  with  weeds 
or  suffering  in  other  ways  from  neglect. 

Women  who  know  anything  of  gar- 
dening could  be  depended  upon,  this 
authority  states,  to  provide  the  common 
vegetables.  Even  an  area  of  two  acres 
could  be  planted  and  cared  for  and  the 
cropjiar vested  by  two  women  living  in 
the  neighborhood  who  had  some  leisure 
from  household  duties  and  who  under- 
stood tillage.  What,  one  wonders, 
would  Lady  Wolseley  say  to  our  neglect 
cf   city   lota? 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that 
so  practical  a  woman  as  Viscountess 
Wolseley  believes  that  during  war  time 
conservatories  should  be  closed  and  the 
raising  of  flowers  limited  to  perennials 
and  shrubs.  It  is  charactertotic  of  the 
daughter  of  a  great  soldier  that  she 
should  Insist  upon  the  need  of  discipline 
tmong  educated  girls  who  are  looking 
forward  to  a  career  as  workers. 

The  artfble  is  well  worth  reading,  and 
there  are  others  in  this  number  descrip- 
tive of  various  sspects  of  the  war  that 
make  this  issue  even  more  attractive 
than  usual.

The  younger  businessmen  of  the  com- 
munity bad  been  responsible.  Some  of 
them  bad  expressed  ths  opinion  that 
It  would  be  a  good  thing  for  tbose  en- 
gaged In  the  mercantile  affairs  of  Vic- 
toria to  meet  for  a  discussion  of  tha 
problome  with  which  they  were  faced  In 
order  that  they  might  co-operate  in 
their  endeavor  to  solve  these  difficul- 
ties and  to  promote  the  general  inter- 
eata  of  the  centra.  He  congratulated 
those  who  had  started  the  movement 
on  Its  success  in  point  of  ties  number 
who  bad  been  got  together  aral  be  waa 
sure  that,  in  what  waa  to  follow  It 
would  be  found  that  tbe  objects  actu- 
ating tbe  promoters  bad  been  more 
than  realized.  Tbe  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion was  gaining  ground  throughout 
the  West  because  of  the  special  condi- 
tions with  which  those  engaged  In 
buslnesa  were  being  confronted.  In 
Portland,  Ore.,  for  instance,  a,  com- 
munity ship  waa  being  constructed  at 
a  cost  of  »300,ooo  in  order  to  carry  tho 
products  of  tbe  city  and  the  district  to 
tbs  world's  markets.  Ten  dollar  share* 
were  being  sold  and  tbe  movement,  he 
bad  been  informed,  was  being  enthu- 
aiaatloally  backed.  He  thought  that 
there  abould  be  tbe  same  feeling  be- 
hind Victorians,  if  it  waa  intended  that 
thajr  city  abould  maintain  a  placo 
among  tbe  progressive  cities  of  ths 
Pacific  Coast. 

An  Increase  in  production  was  most 
Important  according  to  Alderman 
George  Bell.  There  waa  no  doubt  that 
tho  blgb  cost  of  living  waa  a  burden 
to  the  consumer,  but  there  waa  con- 
solation In  the  realisation  that  this  city 
waa  not  peculiar  in  that  respect,  the 
war  having  had  a  similar  effect  every- 
where on  the  continent.  The  situation 
might  be  relieved,  however,  by  co-op- 
eration In  the  effort  to  Increase  the 
productiveness  of  tha  land.  For  In- 
stance it  occurred  to  him  that  beet 
growing  could  be  adopted  on  the  Isl- 
and with  such  results  that  the  price 
of  sugar  might  be  reduced  and  that 
waa  an  Important  article  in  the  dally 
Uvea  of  all  citlsens.  Then  there  waa 
the  mineral  wealth  of  the  district.  The 
establishment  of  an  Iron  and  steel  In- 
dustry, through  the  development  of  the 
iron  mines  of  the  locality,  he  thought, 
waa  not  Impracticable.  " 

Origin  of  Big  Industry 
Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  president  of  the 
Victoria  Board  of  Trade,  waa  heartily 
in  sympathy  with  the  object  of  the 
gathering.  He  thought  it  wae  a  eplen. 
did  idea  and  congratulated  those  re- 
sponsible. It  waa  his  hope  that  they 
would  Join  with  the  organisation  to 
-which  he  belonged  in  the  work  of  ad- 
vancing the  interesta  of  Southern  Van- 
couver Island.

He  concluded ;  "Do  not  let  ua  forget 
that  by  helping  one  another  we  help 
ourselves.  By  using  homo  products  you 
will  help  and  encourage  tbe  local  man- 
ufacturer. He  will  have  to  increase 
hla  output  'Ho  will  have  to  buy  In 
larger  quantities  and  00  buy  cheaper. 
He  will  bave  to  employ  more  help  and 
ao  increase  the  city's  payroll.  Ho  Will 
have  to  erect  large  buildings;  use  more 
power;  more  telephone  service;  more  In- 
surance—In faet  It  will  benefit  all.  Aa 
a  member  of  the  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation 1st  me  ask  you  aa  true  and 
patriotic  citlsens  of  this,  the  most 
naturally  favored  city  in  tbe  world, 
to  tender  your  criticism  of  any  of  tbo 
home  producta  tbat  you  think  aro  not 
up  to  tho  mark.  Lot  your  criticism  be 
Intelligent— no  one  resents  It  Lot  us 
have  co-operative  construction,  hot  de- 
struction." 

It  was  admlttsd,  rsmarksd  Mr.  James 
Hunter,  president  of  tbe  Rotary  dub. 
tbat  Victoria  had  more  sunshine  than 
most  cities  of  the  northern  section  of 
America.  What  bo  aaksd,  was  tbs  use 
of  this  If  it  waa  not  commercialised. 
He  understood  that  Mr.  j.  Nelson,  who 
had  had  years  of  practical  experience 
in  the  moving  picture  business,  waa 
present  and  hs  understood  tbat  ha  wan 
to  bays  an  opportunity  to  spook.  Ha 
wanted  to  aak  Mr.  Nelson  where  a  pic- 
ture Induatry  could  bo  made  to  pay 
here,  whether  aa  good  pictures  could 
be  taken  In  this  district  aa  elsewhere, 
and  whether  hla  proposal  Involved  tbo 
raising  of  any  money  by  tho  sale  of 
stock  locally. 


The  possibilities  of  tho  moving  pic- 
ture Industry  wore  dealt  with  by  Mr. 
Nelson  shortly.  He  pointed  out  that 
nowhere  In  Canada  were  11ms  produced 
at  present  and  $60,000  wont  out  of  tbo 
country  every  week  to  tho  United 
States  for  the  aorvlce  of  the  Canadian 
theatres.  In  round  figures  Canadians 
paid  $2,«oo,ooo  annually  to  tha  United 
States  for  this  form  of  entertainment. 
When  he  pointed  out  tbat  It  cost  75 
per  cent  more  to  bring  tbose  films 
acrosa  the  line  for  production  that  they 
brought  In  tbe  neighboring  Republic, 
he  thought  that  tho  question  of  tbo 
market  would  be  disposed  of.  in  faet 
there  was  no  glut  of  tbe  picture  mar- 
ket and  there  never  could  be  produced 
too  many  good  Alms.  Three  years  ago 
it  would  bare  been  impossible  to  estab- 
lish aueb  an  induatry  on  a  profitable 
basis  because  the  output  was  trust 
controlled,  but  now  the  market  was 
open. 

Without  a  doubt  pictures  could  bo 
produced  here  not  only  aa  cheap,  but 
cheaper  than  in  meat  plaeea  because 
of  the  naturally  advantageous  sur- 
roundings. It  would  bo  Ms  phut  not 
to  expend  ao  much  on  Interior  views  as 
waa  being  dene  by  moot  of  the  big 
companies,  but  to  do  moat  of  tbo  work 
in  the  open.  His  Idea  waa  to  make  a 
five-reel  feature  every  weak.  Between 
40  and  10  artists  would  be  brought 
here  whose  salaries  would  range  from 
$50  a  week  to  between  fSeo  and  tfOO 
for  the  same  period.  These  people,  be 
argued,  were  the  best  kind  of  dtlasne. 
because  they  bad  the  Income;  It  came 
to  them  without  much  effort;  and  tha 
principle  that  "eaey  comes  easy  goes" 
They  were  good  spenders  and  tbo  com- 
munity, as  a  whole,  would  benefit  direct- 
ly In  a  material  sense.  Then,  too.  there 
waa  the  advertising  which  the  city 
would  receive  throughout  tbo  world. 
This  city,  he  hsd  ascertained,  bad  lees 
precipitation  per  annum  than  Lea  An- 
geles, Cal  Everyone  know  what  tbe 
moving  picture  business  meant  to  that 
city.

IMS  AEROPLANES  IN 
HURST  PROTECTION 


Lumbermen  in  Convention  at 
Portland  Hear  of  Novel 
Means  to  Assist  in  Preser- 
vation of  Timber  Wealth. 


AMUSEMENTS 


Forest  rangers  travelling  by  aero- 
planes many  hundreds  of  feet  up  in  the 
asure  may  be  a  development  of  the  not 
distant  future  In  the  forest  protection 
service  of  British  Columbia  If  the  sug- 
gestion made  at  the  sessions  of  the 
Western  Forestry  and  Conservation  As- 
sociation, now  in  progreaa  at  Portland. 
Ore.,  are  adopted.  At  first  glance  the 
Idea  may  appear  to  be  rather  far- 
fetched, but  la  view  of  the  progress 
made  in  aviation  and  the  development 
of  the  machines,  the  commercial 
features  of  the  science  which  have  to 
date  been  obscured  by  the  war,  may  la 
the  not  distant  future  be  recognised  and 
and  put  Into  actual  operation. 

At  the  Portland  meeting,  at  which 
representatives  of  the  British  Columbia 
forest  branch  were  present,  much  Inter- 
est was  occasioned  among  the  lumber- 
men by  a  paper  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  K. 
Boeing,  president  of  the  Northwest 
Aero  Club,  of  Seattle,  who  pointed  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  aeroplane  In 
forest  protection  work.  He  stated  that 
a  Are  can  be  seen  sixty  miles  distant 
from  an  aeroplane  at  a  height  of  1,500 
feet  on  a  clear  day.  The  origin  of 
smoke  clouds,  he  stated,  is  easy  to 
ascertain  from  a  (lying  machine,  and 
smoke  itself  Is  easily  distinguishable  at 
a  great  distance.  The  efficiency  of  the 
aeroplane  In  spotting  forest  fires,  Mr. 
Boeing  stated,  unquestionably  Is  as 
practical  as  any  use  to  which  It  has 
been  put.  Its  value  lies  largely  In  be- 
ing able  to  penetrate  distant  sections 
and,  to  a  large  extent  at  least.  It  could 
replace  watch-tower  stations,  a  method 
now  used  In  up-to-date  forest  protection 
Ettons. 

Many  important  papera  of  Interest  to 
lumbermen  will  be  discussed  at  the 
meeting,  among  them  papers  by  British 
Columbia's  representatives,  notably  by 
Mr.  M.  A.  Grainger,  chief  of  the  forest 
branch,  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Macmlllan, 
former  head  of  the  service,  who  recent- 
ly resigned  and  to  now  assistant  man- 
ager of  the  Victoria  Lumber  and  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  Chemalnus.

ILLICIT  SALE  OF  * 

LIQUOR  IS  PROVEN 


Teacher    and    Chrlstidls,     Two 
Orseks,  Convicted  on  Serious  Charge 
aad  Given  Hi  Months 


Stephen  Teacher  and  George  Chrlsti- 
dls, two  Greeks,  were  arraigned  In  the 
police  court  yesterday,  charged  with  the 
Illicit  sale  of  liquor  on  October  15  and 
22  (both  Sundays).  In  premises  situ- 
ated on  lower  Tates  Street.  They  ad- 
mitted having  broken  the  law  in  the 
manner  Indicated  on  October  16,  but 
maintained  that  they  had  not  been 
guilty  last  Sunday.  Mr.  J.  A.  Alkman 
appeared  for  them.  They  were  con- 
victed on  both  counts  and  sentenced  to 
six  months'  Imprisonment  on  each,  the 
period  to  run  concurrently. 

Evidence  was  given  which  indicated 
that  the  Greek  Club,  as  it  waa  gener- 
ally known,  had  become  extremely  pop- 
ular and  was  well  patronised  on  Sun- 
days, not  only  by  sailors,  soldiers  and 
marines,  but  as  well  by  civilians.  When 
the  detectives  and  police  officers  entered 
on  October  ?2  they  had  found  a  large 
gathering,  the  majority  of  the  members 
of  which  were  engaged  In  games  of 
cards.  Teacher  was  participating  in  one 
of  them  while  Chrlstidls  was  serving 
the  customers.  It  was  deposed  that 
the  latter  received  pay  at  the  usual 
rate  for  beer  and  that  when  Chriatldls 
was  apprehended  Teacher  had  declared 
that  he  was  merely  employed  as  cook. 

Testimony  given  by  Teacher  waa  to 
the  effect  that  last  Sunday's  assembly 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  celebration  of 
his  wife's  birthday  and  that  drinks 
were  being  served  free.  He  said  that 
advantage  was  being  taken  of  the  op- 
portunity to  induce  his  fellow  country- 
men to  enlist  for  service  with  the 
Allies. 

That  Chrlstidls  waa  Ignorant  of  En- 
glish and  had  taken  the  money  as  tips 
was  the  contention  of  Mr.  Alkman,  and 
It  was  stated  that  the  sum  of  110.60 
found  In  the  cash  register  waa  received 
from  the  sale  of  dressed  chickens  earlier 
In  the  day. 

The  good  character  of  the  accused 
wae  vouched  for  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Chun- 
granes. 

Both  were  found  guilty  and  dealt 
with  as  indicated.

WOULD  BE  BLOW  TO 
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Reported  That  Norway  Will 
Pass  Law  Prohibiting  Build- 
ing Vessels  Abroad  to  Fly 
Norwegian  Flagr 


NKW  YORK.  Oct.  25. — Advicea  receiv- 
ed here  by  ship  brokers  and  local  repre- 
sentatives of  Norwegian  steamship  linos 
Indicate  that  a  law  prohibiting  the  plac- 
ing of  orders  for  new  tonnage  intended 
to  fly  the  Norwegian  flag  with  foreign 
ship  yards,  is  contemplated  by  the  Nor- 
wegian Government.  Should  such  a  law 
become  effective,  steamship  men  said 
here  today,  it  would  have  a  far  reach- 
ing effect  on  the  shipyard  Industry  in 
the  United  States.  Since  the  war  began, 
orders  for  scores  of  vessels  to  fly  the 
Norwegian  flag  have  been  placed  in 
American  yards,  and  many  more  orders 
are  waiting. 

In  connection  with  the  growth  and 
branching  out  of  the  Norwegian  ship- 
ping, it  was  reported  here  today  that 
plana  were  now  being  considered  in  this 
country  to  put  a  fleet  of  vessels  flying 
the  Norwegian  flag  in  the  trade  between 
the  Pacific  Coast  ports  and  the  Orient 
in  competition  with  the  Japanese  ships.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  25.— Mr.  H.  H.  Ste- 
vens, M.  P.  for  Vancouver,  who  has  been 
interesting  himself  in  the  subject,  stated 
tonight  that  the  order-in-councll  had 
been  passed  permitting  the  building  of 
merchant  ships  in  Canada  for  Norway. 


In  all  likelihood  the  Norwegian  syndi- 
cate which  has  been  awaiting  the  Gov- 
ernment's final  decision  for  some  time. 
Will  at  once  place  orders  for  as  many 
vessels  as  it  can  afford  to  build  in  or- 
der to  forestall  the  threatened  action 
of  the  Government  of  Norway,  which, 
according  to  the  latest  telegraphic  de- 
spatches, intends  passing  a  law  pro- 
hibiting the  placing  of  orders  for  new 
tonnage  with  foreign  Shipyards  which 
will    fly    the   Norwegian   flag. 

In  view  of  the  persistent  war  being 
waged  by  German  submarines  on  Nor- 
wegian shipping,  it  is  only  natural  that 
s  fleet  of  vexsdls  flying  the  Norwegian 
flag,  to  operate  on  the  more  peaceful 
Pacific,  should  be  the  aim  of  the  Nor- 
wegian shipping  interests.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C.  Oct.  25—  The  Pa- 
cific Coast  Steamship  Company's  Gov- 
ernor. Capt.  Thomas,  which  went  ashore 
mi  Spanish  Bank,  Just  out  from*  Point 
Urey,  this  morning,  while  steaming  up 
the  gulf  from  Tacoma  to  Vancouver, 
waa  successfully  refloated  later  In  the 
day  at  high  tide  and 'came  on  to  Van- 
couver  tonight. 

When  questioned  regarding  the  mis- 
hap. Manager  Mscdonald  stated  that  the 
vessel  hsd  got  off  under  her  own  steam, 
and  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  she 
had   net   been   damaged. 


Developmen  of  trade  between  Can- 
ada and  Auatralasla  waa  strongly  urged 
by  Mr.  Harold  Beeuchamp.  of  Welling- 
ton. N.  Z.,  who  la  a  passenger  on  the 
Canadian  Australasian  liner  Niagara, 
for  the  Antipodes.  Mr.  Beauohaaip  Is 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Bank  of  New  gas  land  and  Is  on  hla 
wsy  home  after  touring  Canada  for  the 
past  few  montha.  He  la  a  firm  believer 
in  a  preferential  arrangement  between 
Britain  and ,  the  overseas  dominions  as 
a  means  of  welding  together  the  Em- 
pire. 

The  British  nation,  he  believes. 
should  be  able  to  supply  the  needa  of 
all  her  dominions  In  return  for  their 
trade.  German  trade,  prior  to  the  war, 
waa  due  to  the  great  adaptability  of  the 
Germans  and  their  willingness  to  meet 
all  demands. 

Mr.  Beeuchamp  la  Inclined  to  criticise 
the  lack  of  adaptability  of  the  British 
merchants.  It  was  a  short-sighted  pol- 
icy, he  said,  and  Germany's  trade  waa, 
in  a  great  measure,  due  to  it.  "One1 
great  lesson  to  be  learned  from  the 
war  Is  the  benefit  of  the  mobilisation 
of  Industry."  he  declared.  "The  war 
has  proved  that  England  Is  capable  of 
producing  a  class  of  goods  in  which 
Germany  and  other  countries  special- 
ised. If  she  continues  as  she  is  doing 
now  we  may  expect  a  great  develop- 
ment of  overseas  trade  and  the  marked 
betterment  Of  the  overseas  dominions." 

The  result  will  be.  predicts  Mr.  Beau- 
champ,  that  the  Empire  will  be  more 
self-contained.  He  is  convinced  of  the 
preferential  agreementa  between  va- 
rious parts  of  the  Empire.  Canada,  ho 
pointed  out,  at  presdnt  competes 
the  sale  of  her  wheat  with  Argentine 
Great  Britain  might  well  give  Canada 
preferential  treatment. 

Trade  Opportunities 

Between  Canada  and  Australasia  Mr. 
IBeauchamp  thought  there  were  many 
opportunities  for  the  development  of 
trade.  Today  the  balance  of  trade  is  in 
favor  of  Canada,  he  said.  "We  should 
find  here  a  good  market  for  wool,  and 
there  should  be  preferential  treat- 
ment." 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  such  an 
arrangement  would  also  result  in  Can- 
ada getting  a  large  amount  of  United 
States  capital.  Manufacturers  in  the 
States  would  recognise  that  It  would  be 
to  their  own  advantage  to  manufacture 
their  product  In  Canada. 

With  the  Immense  resources  and 
adequate  employment,  plus  capital,  there 
will  be  lmmenae  development  In  Can- 
ada,  he  predicted. 

Mr.  Beauchamp  has  been  the  govern- 
ment representative  on  the  board  of  the 
IBank  of  New  Zealand  since  1899,  and 
has  been  chairman  for  the  paat  ten 
years.  The  bank  was  reconstructed 
after  the  financial  panic  of  the  last  cen- 
tury and  the  government  acquired  an 
interest  in  It  at  the  time.  When  Mr. 
Beauchamp  joined  the  board  shares 
were  being  given  away.  At  present  the 
bank  pays  a  dividend  of  15  per  cent, 
and  haa  a  reserve  fund  of  over  $10,- 
000,000,

Troops  Have  Built  250  Miles 
of  Railway — General  Mur- 
ray Reports  on  Operations 
During  Five  Months, 


THE  TIME  BALL 


A  dispatch  from  General  Sir  Archi- 
bald Murray,  Commander-in-Chief 
Egyptian  Expeditionary  Force,  dealing 
with  the  operatlona  In  Egypt  between 
January  1  and  May  11,  has  been 
issued.  * 

Sir  Archibald  atetea  that  the  exi- 
gences of  the  Oallipoll  campaign  had 
placed  the  force  under  hla  command 
In  a  serious  state  of  disorganisation. 
Some  units  were  In  Egypt,  others  on 
the  sea.  other  in  Aegean  porta  It 
was  not  until  the  end  of  February 
that  the  last  units  of  the  Dardenelles 
Army  reached  Egypt.  Every  day  for 
over  six  weeka  ship  loads  of  troops, 
guns,  animals  and  transports  were 
arriving  at  Alexandria  and  Port  Said. 
The  components  of  this  mass  had  to 
be  dlsenangled  and  forwarded  to  their 
proper  destinations;  old  units  had  to 
be  re-organised,  new  units  to  he 
created,  brigades,  divisions,  Army 
Corps    to    be    re-formed. 

The  dispatch  describes  the  re- 
organisation of  the  force  and  the 
subsequent  military  operations  which 
have  been  apread  over  a  very  wide 
front,  amounting  to  does  on  1,090 
miles  In  the  west  end  9S  miles  In  the 
east. 

During  the  period  covered  by  the 
dispatch  114  miles  of  road.  194  miles 
of  pipe-lines,  and  3(2  miles  of  railway 
were   laid.

Sir.— The  action  of  the  honorary 
rotary  Of  IBS  Retaraad  Beldlers  Aesoct- 
atssa.  before  tho  City  Council,  and  the 
coeameae*  thorsSB.  deserves  opsstal  at- 
tention, especially  as  it  affects  the  dtp 
af  Victoria.  It  la  generally  known  that 
since  the  arrival  of  the  first  returned 
soldier.  I  have  tanas  a  tiers  saal  later  est 
Ur  their  welfare,  aad  I  nust  spy  It  has 
been  a  great  pleasure,  outaldV  what  I 
considered  part  of  a  duly  do*  to  them. 
My  reasons  for  stating  this  ore  that  I 
do  not  wish  ta  be  misunderstood  in  my 
suggestions,  and  I  believe  that  In  falr- 
ticae  to  the  soldiers.  It  will  be  essential 
to  their  welfare  that  something  should 
be  done.  Otherwise,  I  am  convinced 
Victoria  will  have  to  stand  all  the  hard 
knocks  while  other  cities  will  stand 
clear. 

Victoria  having  tho  convalescent  home 
all  soldier*  for  this  district  arrive  here 
to  b*  dealt  with.  So  far.  only  a  email 
percentage  of  Victoria  men  have  ar- 
rived. The  first  thing  that:  the  soldier 
finds  out  in  that  Victoria  has  a  fine 
climate,  and,  if  single,  a  feeling  comes 
over  Mm,  "I  would  like  to  atay  here.'' 
No  one  can  blame  them  for  this,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  they  have  quite  aa 
much  right  hers  as  any  one  of  us,  but 
It  Is  generally  felt  that  these  mes,  hav- 
ing returned,  every  facility  should  bo 
given  them  to  enable  them  to  get  a  liv- 
ing. It  was  generally  understood,  also, 
that  on  tho  return  of  soldiers,  the  Jobs 
they  vacated,  aa  far  aa  possible,  should 
bs  given  to  them. 

So  far.  With  few  exceptions,  fairly  de- 
cent Jobs  have  been  found,  and  apecial 
ciodit  n  due  to  the  untiring  energy  of 
Mr.  Oodfrey  Booth,  who  never  missed 
a  chance  of  getting  soldiers  work '  of 
sots*  kind. 

But  we  have  only  had  a  few,  and  the 
hundreds  that  must  eventually  arrive, 
will  so  flood  the  city  of  Victoria  that 
it  will  he  practically  Impossible  to  find 
even  a  small  percentage  of  these  men 
work,  and  there  la  no  doubt  it  will  only 
require  a  few  remarks  similar  to  those 
uttered  by  Mr.  Hart  to  create  serious 
trouble.  ^ 

I  consider  that  every  city  should  be 
prepared  to  carry  out  Its  bargain,  and 
these  men  I  am  sure  will  have  no  wish 
either  to  create  friction,  nor,  as  Is  sug- 
gested, take  arst  preference  in  every 
Job  that  should  become  vacant.  (If 
this  was  so  under  present  conditions 
then  there  will  be  no  Jobs  left  for 
clUxsns  as  f ar  aa  Victoria  Is  concern- 
ed). 

Unless  special  circumstances  arise.  I 
feel  there  I*  only  one  solution,  viz., 
Instead  of  tho  action  now  MJcen  of  dis- 
charging a  man  in  th*  city  of  Victoria 
and  so  placing  the  man  practically  In 
competition  with  VietOria  soldiers  and 
civilians  (I  of  course  mean  msn  from 
other  cities  and  dletrtets*  the  man 
should  receive  his  discharge  at  hie 
home  town  or  th*  place  he  enlisted. 
It  would  then  become  tho  duty  of  that 
towa  to  ase  that  its  own  man  received 
proper  treatment.  For  Instance,  vic- 
toria had  to  find  work  for  Vancouver 
men  to  the  detriment  of  Victoria  resi- 
dents who  enlisted  from  here.  This  is 
not  fair,  and  Vancouver  is  being  re- 
lieved. 

Mr.  Hart  states  that  many  soldiers 
are  now  practically  begging  for  meals, 
I  question  this,  but  even  If  this  were 
so  It  will  be  seen  that  after  what  can 
be  proved  by  referring  to  the  books  in 
Mr.  Booth's  office,  Victoria  can  hardly 
be  called  to  Account.  This,  to  aomp 
extent,  is  the  fault  of  tho  msn,  who 
no  doubt  had  they  have  gone  to  their 
home  town  would  have  found  work. 

Unlea*  something  Is  done  on  these 
lines  there  is  sure  to  exist  a  strained 
feeling  as  Is  already  apparent  between 
Mr.  Hart  and  others.'  It  Is  the  duty  of 
every  city  to  do  Ite  part,  but  surely 
It  would  be  unjust  to  Victoria  to  have 
to  deal  with  the  number  who  will  ar- 
rive. 

I  don't  think  anyone  will  accuse  me 
of  wishing  ito  interfere  with  the  lib- 
erty of  the  men,  and  my  suggestions 
are  to  ensure  the  men  getting  work, 
through  fair  distribution  In  the  va.nous 
cities. 

Another  Important  subject  I.  feel 
should  be  taken  up.  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  meet  practically  all  these  men 
before  entering  the  home  and  after 
their  realease.  Many  of  them  are 
physically  unfit  to  be  compelled  to  go 
Into   competition    with   others,   and    in 
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little  Ststisre  aui  of  *he  city 
ta***  sasa  eaaid  as  fer 
easa  after 
and  having  fa  Han 
uaad  for  them.  Many  of 
will  tor  a  long  Unto,  If  over,  ho  us- 
able to  agata  take  their  place  In  Bght- 
ing  far  a  living. 

I  hops  that  other*  Interested  la  these 
WtR   take  thta  up   before  it  le  too 
It   Is  of   grave  tmportsjsc*.

Sir— Te  arrive  at  any  fair  estimate 
of  the  value  of  benefits  which  would 
accrue  to  producers  aad  consumers 
from  the  tnatallatios  of  an  irrigation 
system,  facts  must  be  adhered  to,  and 
applied,  only  In  so  far  aa  they  are  con- 
sistent with  soil  and*  climatic  condl- 
tlons  locally.    . 

We  may  be  able  to  obtain  valuaMa 
data  from  other  countries  aa  to  coat  of 
installation,  etc.,  but  since  our  climate 
and  sou  differ  materially  from  the  cli- 
mate and  soil  In  other  countries,  local 
cxperlmenMng  is  the  only  course  that 
will  prove  what  results  can  be  obtained 
by  Irrigation  here.  To  say  that  Irriga- 
tion failed  in  Scotland  99  yeare  ago,  or 
that  someone  produced  a  most  extra- 
ordinary flower  without  Irrigation,  has 
no  bearing  on  the  subject  whatever. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  scope  Of  dis- 
cussion le  limited  to  dry  farming  versus 
Irrigation,  and  the  value  of  the  appli- 
cation In  practice  tp  farming  on  Van- 
couver  Island. 

Successful  dry  farming  Is  limited  to 
areas  of  low  priced  land  and  to  exten- 
sive cultivation,  and  le  therefore  not 
applicable  here. 

Successful^  production  on  land  at 
prices  and  under  conditions  which  pre- 
vail here  must  be  on  the  intensive  sys- 
tem, and  since  our  rainfall  during  the 
Summer  is  negligible  the  moisture 
must  be  supplied  artificially.  Irrigation 
is  the  one  thing  (yet  unobtainable)  re- 
quired to  make  this  district  one  of  the 
most  productive  In  the  world. 

Consider  thle  fact.  A  measured  plot 
of  Irrigated  land,  else  25x97  this  year 
brought  In  a  gross  rsturn  of  971.90  or 
7  995-326  cents  per  square  foot  A  plot 
of  equal  slse  treated  In  exactly  the  same 
manner  but  not  irrigated,  up  to  date, 
has  to  its  credit  a  gross  return  of 
29.90,  and  it  le  doubtful  If  there  will 
be  any  further  return  from  this  plot 
ai  ths  produce  still  on  hand  from  It 
Is  of  very  poor  quality. 

Subsolllng  is  good,  manure  and  chem- 
ical fertiliser  are  fine,  hut  you  can- 
not produce  quality  and  quantity  with- 
out moisture,  and  ths  combination  to- 
gether with  Intensive  production  are 
essential  to  success  on  high  priced 
land.    % 

The  man  who  falls  in  producing  by 
reason  of  his  failure  to  make  use  of 
obtainable  commodities  Is  blameable.  but 
necessary  unobtainable  commodities  are 
items  of  national.  Federal  or  Provincial 
attention.  I  haow  that  an  available  sup- 
ply of  water  far  Irrigation  would  In- 
crease the  per  capita  earning  power  of 
the  producers  of  this  district  to  ths  ex- 
tent of  making  It  possible  to  produce 
a  good  living  for  an  average  family  on 
from  three  to  five  scree  of  overage 
land. 

The  price  a  producer  can  pay  for 
water  le  not  the  primary  fact  for  con- 
sideration, but  I  believe  the  primary 
consideration  is,  how  cheap  can  the 
water  be  delivered?  Just  for  illustra- 
tion I  have  used  some  water  for  irriga- 
tion, psying  12H  cents  per  l.OSf  gallons 
for  It,  the  facts  are  producing  paid  me 
better  to  use  the  water  at  that  price, 
than  It  would  have,  had  I  done  without 
water,  but  I  would  not  be  Justified  In 
uetng  water  at  that  price  <or  at  9  cents 
per  100  feet  or  999  gallons)  and  carry- 
ing my  production  to  a  point  where  I 
would  have  to  go  Into  tho  export  market 
to  dispose  of  quantity  produced. 

If  increased  home  production  Is  the 
point  aimed  at,  a  reasonable  starting 
point  would  bo  for  the  Water  Comm'-- 
eioner  to  date:  mine,  the  loweet  price  at 
which  the  present  available  eurplus  of 
water  could  be  sold  for  Irrigation  pur- 
poses, and  offer  it  at  the  '»termlne<l 
price,  to  producers  located  on  the  pres- 
ent system. 

This  would  not  necessitate  one  cent 
of  additional  capital  outlay  and  It 
would  quickly  determine,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  what  resalte  could  be 
obtained  by  Irrigation,  aad  any  further 
development  of  the  Irrigation  system 
could  then  be  consistently  baaed  on  re- 
sults obtained. 

it  might  be  argued  that  to  make  such 
an  a  range  men  t  would  cause  a  reduc- 
tion In  rwresrae.  To  avoid*  snp  seen 
contention  I  would  suggest  that  ths 
minimum  he  based  on  the  amount  of

catching  the  Christmas  trade  by  mak- 
ing a  special  appeal  to  the  cltlsens  af 
Victoria  to  buy  British  goods  locally 
made.  In  this,  to  a  certain  extent,  we 
were  successful,  but  we  were  unable 
to  obtain  prices  for  our  goods  com- 
mensurate With  the  cost  Of  production; 
partly  due  to  general  trade  depreeelon 
aad  partly  awing  to  individual 
carpenters  who  emulated  our  example 
and  wsre  selling  at  a  low  cost,  as  ths 
bulk  of  ths  material  was  on  hand  and 
the  toys  made  In  their  spare  time— In 
other  word*,  their  working  expens** 
were  practically  all. 

I  may  mention  that  during  the  time 
we  were  making  ths  toys  several  local 
people  professed  to  be  interested  in  the 
scheme,  but  we  were  unable  to  secure 
aay  further  promise  of  assistance. 
Finally,  after  going  carefully  into  the 
accounts,  w*  came  to  the  -  conclusion 
that  the  starting  up  Of  this  Industry 
woe  not  Justified,  not  merely  on  ac- 
count of  lack  of  support,  but  because 
tbe  articles  cost  too  much  to  produce, 
owing  to  the  cost  of  suitable  lumber 
and  labor  In  comparison  to  ths  low 
price  which  the  public  expected  to  pur- 
chase for;  and.  further,  the  population 
of  the  Province  was  not  large  enough 
for  the  future  markets  which  a  grow- 
ing business  would  require.  It  may 
be  mentioned  that  local  fir  la  scarcely 
suitable  for  tho  majority  of  wooden 
toys— it  being  too  heavy  and  not  eas- 
ily worked  up  for  this  purpose,  and 
also  its  splitting  frequently  when 
nailed.

"COMBING  OUr      - 

IN  GERMANY 


la  «  third-class  carriage  between 
•fayeruie  and  Cologne  I  sat  on  a  8ep- 
Umber  day  with  a  group  of  soldiers 
and  some  civilians. 

As  we  passad  the  fortress  of  Khreo- 
breitsteln  on  tho  Ithlne.  a  non-com- 
missioned officer  grinned,  waved  hla 
hand  towards  tho  frowning  rock,  and 
observed  complacently:  They've  got 
to  come  out  of  that  now."  I  read  a 
Paper  diligently  and  paid  no  attention. 
Presently  h*  explained.  There  wars 
"alaesers,"  he  averred,  with  nice,  soft 
Job*  up  at  Khren  belt  stein — man  who 
had  not  yet  fired  a  ahot  in  anger  and 
did  not  mean  to  if  they  could  help  it. 
"But  out  they  come  on  September  7," 
h*  said,  and  added  that  it  was  high 
time. 

He    declared    that    there    were    some 
ten*  thousand    who      bad      succeeded    in 
snuggling   themselves  into  all   sorts  of 
administrative  Jobs.     Some,  ho  said,  had 
secured    tho  Jobs  directly     by     paying 
considerable    sums   of    money    to    vari- 
ous people;   others  had  friends  and   re- 
latives who  bad  helped  them  with  influ- 
ence.    An  order  had,  however,   been  is- 
sued     expressly      calling    up   all    thaao 
people    for    service    at    tha    front.      In 
particular    he      declared      that    a    largo 
number  of  Jewa  had  bought  themselves 
off  so  far,  but  henceforth  neither  money 
nor    Influence    would    help    them.      Eh- 
renbreltsteln  seemed  to  have  a  particu- 
larly   bad    name,    especially   among    the 
men,    who      declared      that    the    officers 
garrisoned   there  bad   the  best  of  good 
times,  with  "wine,  women  and  song." 
BO    Shortage    of   Man. 
Frankly,    though,    it    did    not    appear 
aa '  though    the  combing  out  of  theae    ten 
thousand,    if    there   are   aa   many,    were 
yet    necessary.     Both    In    South    and    In 
North    Germany    I    saw    what   appeared 
to    bo    good,      strong,      healthy    looking 
troops,   and   not   a  f*w  of     them.       Of 
course,    one   sees    plenty      of      wounded 
a,lso,  but  I  cannot  aay  that  the  general 
Impression    conveyed    upon    my      mind 
was  that   Germany   was   hard  put  to  It 
for  men.     On  the  other  hand,  it  is  true 
that    when    Germany    la   lighting   on   so 
many   fronts   there   would   naturally   be 
'airly  lavish  sprinkling  or  men  homo 
on    short    leave    or      paaslng      through 
from    one    front    to    another.     In      the 
general    military    whirl    it    is   hard    for 
anyone    but    an    expert    to    collect    evi- 
dence  that   counts. 

Sometimes  I  did  see  men  of  very  ma- 
ture age  on  their  way  to  the  front. 
Some  of  them  were  certainly  nearly 
fifty,  but  I  had  no  means  of  finding  out 
for  what  purpose  they  were  being  sent 
up;  as  a  rule  they  did  not  know  them- 
selves. I  heard  that  a  certain  number 
of  oldish  men,  but  still  able-bodied  and 
Inured  to  a  rough  out-of-door  life,  were 
being  employed  for  manual  labor,  while 
others  were  said  to  be  going  to  neutral 
frontiers  as  guards  to  replace  younger 
men,  or  in  aome  cases  to  replace 
wounded  men  who  had  been  put  on 
guard  duty  after  partial  recovery. 
Officers   More   Popular . 

Of  one  feature  of  the  German  Army 
of  today  I  can  speak  with  confidence 
because  I  had  personal  experience  and 
also  because  I  was  able  to  make  Judi- 
cious Inquiries — that  is,  of  the  offi- 
cers. In  the  first  place,  they  are  much 
less  conspicuous  than  they  used  to  be. 
"The  witchcraft  of  the  uniform"  has 
vanished,  but  there  has  also  vanished 
some  of  that  arrogance .  which  marked 
tho  officers'  caste  not  only  in  Germany 
before  the  war  but  also  up  to  quite 
recent  days  during  the  war.  I  should 
say  that  the  officers  now  are  much 
more  adapted  to  the  spirit  of  the  peo- 
ple; they  are  becoming,  if  one  may 
put  It  so,  a  "popular  Institution"  in- 
stead of  a  caste  apart.  The  "flapper" 
may  lose  some  of  her  enthusiasm  of 
the  days  of  brilliant  uniforms,  but  the 
army  in  general  has  undoubtedly  gain- 
ed. Th*  Insolence  has  diminished  and 
public  respect  has  increased.  On  the 
whole,  therefore,  tha  love  of  the  peo- 
ple for  tho  Army  has  Increased  rather 
than   diminished. 

Lastly,  it  has  been  clear  for  some 
time  that  the  losses  In  the  corps  of 
officers  have  been  \ery  heavy,  much 
heavier,  at  any  rate,  than  they  were 
earlier  in  the  war,  and  It  is  possible 
that  part  of  the  reason  for  this  may 
be  sought  in  the  very  heavy  casualties 
among  the  non-commlssloned  officer 
especially  those  of  lower  rank. 
Distrust  "of  All  Foreign.™. 

Possibly  the  most  Interesting  feature 
to  me  was  the  extraordinary  fear  and 
dislike  of  all  foreigners  of  whatever  na- 
tionality. In  this  fear  are  Included 
even  Bulgarians,  for  among  ordinary 
civilian  Germans  I  was  surprised  to 
find  a  very  considerable  scepticism  i:- 
gardlng  their  allies.  I  have  heard 
educated  Germans — and  still  more  com- 
monly working  men — observe  openly 
thnt  one  fine  day  they  would  awake  to 
find  the  Bulgarians  gone  over  to  tho 
Allies.  Not  that  these  people  have  or 
had  any  definite  knowledge  either  of 
Entente  offers  to  Bulgaria  or  of  dis- 
affection among  Bulgarian  troops,  or 
anything  of  that  aort,  but  simply  that 
they  do  not  trust  anyone  but  their 
own    people. 

They  feel  themselves  entirely  alona 
In  the  world;  they  do  not  believe  that 
they  have  any  friends  left,  and  they 
do  not  expect  sympathy  even  from 
the  smallest  and  least  Important  "sof 
States.  Dutchmen  in  particular  are. 
subject  everywhere  to  the  very  great-' 
est  suspicion,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
it  would  not  take  much  to  produce 
in  some  places  In  Germany  an  out- 
break against  Dutch  residents  or  vis- 
itors But  Norwegians  are  equally  if 
not  oven  suspected. 

A  (Dutch  friend  who  had  been  en- 
quiring Into  conditions  among  some 
Dutch  famHtea  near  Essen  and  Bochum 
gave  me  a  distressing  account  of  condi- 
tions among  his  countrymen  there. 
There  are  families  who  have  resided 
five,  ten  or  more  years  in  Germany, 
who  own  little  properties,  small  mar- 
ket gardens  or  the  like,  and  whose  sav- 
ings have  been  gradually  Invested  In 
their  little  properties.  They  would  lose 
their  whole  means  of  subsistence  If 
they  went  home,  and  yet  hundreds 
have  returned  to  Holland  not  only 
owing  to  tha  difficulties  of  getting  suf- 
ficient nourishing  food,  especially  for 
the  children,  but  also  owing  to  the 
atmosphere  of  Intolerant  suspicion  In 
which  they  are  obliged  to  live. — X.  T. 
'/.,  in  The  London  Dally  Mall.

It  Is  owing  to  Senator  stacdonald 
that  Canada  celebrates  as  a  perpetual 
holiday  the  birthday  of  tho  late  Queen 
Victoria.  On  tho  occasion  of  her  Dia- 
mond Jubilee  in  1«S7  he  Introduced  the 
bill  to  that  and  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Sonata  and  became  the  law  of 
tho  land  whoa  it  is  was  Introduced  In 
1901.  He  had  the  honor  of  presentation,, 
to  Their  Majesties  King  Edward  aad 
Queen  Alexandra  at  Windsor  Castlo  and 
also  to  the  present  King  and  Queen. 

In  tha  early  days  of  his  life  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Mr.  Macdonald  was  a 
koen  militiaman  and  attained  the  rank 
of  captain  in  the  Victoria  Volunteers. 
Ho  wss  prominent  in  church  work,  be- 
ing for  soma  yoara  diocesan  secretary 
of  the  Anglican  synod  of  British  Co- 
lumbia and  he  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  tho  Protestant  Orphans'  Homo.  In 
later  years  he  left  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land to  Join  the  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church. 

Tho    late    Mr.      Macdonald      was     an 
ardent   Imperialist  and   worked   for  the 
closer  commercial  union  of  the  Empire. 
Ile  w*s  slso  anxious  to  see  the  estab- 
lishment  of  a   permanent   International 
peace  tribunal.     To  those  most  Intimate 
with   hlra   he    vum   loved   for  his  kindly 
disposition  and  -vas  everywhere,  respect- 
ed  and  admired   for   his   manliness  and 
Integrity.     At  all  times  he  showed  him- 
self  to     be     the     possessor     of     great 
breadth  of  view  and  wide  foresight.  He 
was  fully  cognisant  of  the  needa  of  tho 
West  and,  being  an  able  statesman,  his 
senatorshlp    was    of    great   and    lasting 
value    to     British     Columbia.     Ho   was 
full  of  strong  and  aggressive   Imperial 
sentiment  and   wag  a   splendid   type   of 
the     whole-hearted       Canadian,      broad- 
minded  and  tolerant  in  his  views  and  a 
liberal  contributor  to  every  good  cause. 
He    married,    in    March,     1867.     Cath- 
erine Balfour,   daughter  of  Capt.    James 
Murray  Held,  an  officer  at  one  time  em- 
ployed  by   the  Hudson's   Bay   Company. 
His   wife   predeceased    him   in   1914. 

He  leavea  three  daughters  and  three 
sons.  The  daughters  are  Mrs.  Gavin  H. 
Burns.  Mrs.  E.  Street  and  Miss  Llllas 
Macdonald,  of  this  city.  The  sons  are 
Lleut.-Col.  R.  j.  Macdonald,  who  Is  at 
Falsham  with  the  Siege  Artillery;  Capt. 
W.  B.  Macdonald,  who  is  serving  In  tho 
Sues  Canal  sone,  and  Capt.  A.  D.  Mac- 
donald, of  the  Artillery,  who  is  now  on 
leave  from  the  front  and  ia  in  this  city. 
There  are  also  fourteen  grandchildren. 

The  funeral  has  been  arranged  to 
take  place  at  the  residence,  1390  James 
Street,  at  2  o'clock  on  Saturday  and 
services  will  be  held  at  2:80  o'clock  In 
the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,  where 
Rev.  A.  de  B.  Owen  Is  to  officiate.  In- 
terment will  be  made  in  Ross  Bay 
Cemetery.

Hughes  Criticises  m.j.ctlon  of 
Soldiers  In  France  for  Unim- 
portant Defects 


OTTAWA.  Oct.  35.— Genersl  Sir  Sam 
Hughes  declared  that  army  rejections  from 
the  Canadian  ranks  which  have  been  made 
after  the  troops  reached  Prance  are  unjus- 
tllled  snd  baaed  on  trivial  grounds.  He  de- 
clares that  men  who  have  passed  the  Can- 
adian in.  ,u, hi  examinations  and  a  triple 
examination  in  England  have  frequently 
been  rejected  by  Canadian  doctors  In 
France  for  flat  feet,  slight  varicose  veins 
and  other  minor  defects  which  have  never 
Interfered    with    their   locomotive   power. 

General  Hughea  quoted  the  case  of  Col. 
Ashton,  who  had  sent  260  men  to  France, 
60  of  whom  had  been  rejected  for  minor 
defect*.  * 

"The  ridiculous  part  of  the  syatem,"  ha 
remarked,  "Is  the  fact  that  men  have  been 
rejected  for  flat  feet,  who  have  walked  alx 
hundred  mllea  from  away  up  the  l'eacc 
Blver  district  to  enlist. 

"These  men  have  a  habit  of  wearing 
moccasins  In  the  Winter,  and  of  couth 
have  acquired  flat  feet,  but  It  has  never 
Interfered   with   their  ability   to  march." 

General  Hughea  declared  that  the  Bri- 
tish are  not  aa  particular  with  regard  to 
auch  minor  defects.  He  Instanced  a  case 
where  a  Canadian  of  British  birth  had 
been  rejected  twice  In  Canada  for  short 
alght.  had  gone  to  England  to  take  a  po- 
sition on  a  railway,  had  been  conscripted, 
snd  wss  now  lighting  with  a  Yorkshire 
regiment   In   France.
